HOLD UP WESTERN TRAIN. 


FOUR MASKED MEN ROB EXPRESS 
AND PASSENGERS. 18 


Engineer of Denver and Rio Grande 
Road Forced to Stop Near Marshall 
Fass While Safes Ara Blown Open 
and All Persons on Cars Searched 
for Valuables Considerable 
Amount of Plunder Secured—Rob- 
bers Escape on Horseback. 


Salida, Colo., July 14.—[Special.]—Four | 


masked robbers executed an old fashioned 
holdup on the Denver and Rio Grande narrow 
gauge road at a point known as Mill Switch, 
two miles east of Chester. 

Besides blowing open the safes in the ex- 
press car and striking the engineer over the 
head with a rifle, the robbers compelled all 
the passengers to line up in the rear of thea 
train and surrender their valuables and 
money. ; 

The robbers, after securing all they could 
find, mounted horses and took the road lead- 
ing toward Marshall Pass. 


Chicago Man Tells of Affair. 

C. Clarke and wife of Chicago were upon 
the train which was held up. Mr. Clarke is 
manager of the Sall Mountain Asbestos man- 
ufacturing company, 123 to 127 Ontario 
street, Chicago. When confronted by the 
robbers Mr. Clarke asked if they wanted 
his watch, and was told that they wanted 
nothing but good money. 

1 was just about to take a snapshot of 
the scene, said Clarke, when it dawned 
upon me that a rifle was pointing at me. 

I took out my pocketbook and put two $5 
billg in the sack. The robber patted my 
pockets and felt some loose change in my 
pocket. He said: I want that, too.’ Al- 
together I lost about $20, having given my 
wife my wallet. She hid it in her shirtwaist.” 

Many of the passengers threw their valu- 
able possessions into the grass and rocks 
along the track, and a search will be made 
for them as soon as a special train can be 
run back over the line. 


Train Crowded with Passengers. 
The train is the most important train op- 
erated on the narrow gauge line, carrying 
passengers for Gunnison, Lake City, Ouray, 
Telluride, and other mountain towns in the 
western slope. It left Denver last night. 
As is usual at this season of the year, it 
was crowded with passengers and tourists 
well supplied with money. 


Compel Engineer to Stop. 

The robbery took place at 8:50 o’clock this 
morning. The engineer was compelled at 
the point of a revolver to stop the train by 
masked men who had climbed over the ten- 
der. 

They blew open twe safes in the baggare 
car and demolished the sides and roof of 
the car. The express company asserts that 
no money was lost. The mail car was not 
molested. All the passengers were ordered 
to go to the rear of the train and get out 
on to the ground. 4 a 

After using three charges of dynamite the 
robbers succeeded in opening the safes and 
took the contents. Then then went back 
to the passengers and relieved them of their 


money and jewelry. 


— 


Dassengers Lose Heavily. : 

Twelve watches were taken beside consid- 
erable cash. One ‘passenger was robbed of 
$150, another of $8, and from that down. 

It is said that one passenger hid a thousand 
dollars in the coal box of a coach, covering 
it with coal. Another attempted to run to 
the woods with his grip, containing $150. He 
was spied by one of the robbers, who request- 
ed him to turn over his cash, which he did. 

An old man, who had $30, made for a smal! 
house near the track. When about half way 
he was halted and relieved of his money. Two 
women, who handed over to the bandits $20 
and $15 each, managed to retain sufficient 
courage to ask for a part back, stating that it 
was all they had. They were badly fright- 
ened and the bandits politely returned to 
one $10 and the other 35.

They lost some 
money. T. J. O'Donnell of Denver was on 
the train and shared the fate of his fellow 
passengers. There were about sixty persons 
aboard, and all were badly frightened. 


Engineer Is Beaten. 

One of the robbers addressed remarks to 
Engineer Ruland, who did not understand 
what was said, and, before Ruland could ask 
him to repeat his remarks, the robber struck 
him a blow with a rifle, breaking the stock otf 
the gun. Ruland was able to handle his en- 
gine through to the terminal, but his head is 
badly swollen. No passengers or trainmen 
were hurt. 

The conductor secured the names and ad- 
dresses and losses of the passengers, and 
Special Agent Brown went back to the scene. 

Sheriffs’ posses and the special service men 
of the road were put to work hunting for 
clews and trying to locate the robbers. No 
trace of them has so far been found. 


Supposed to Be Cattle Thieves. 

The highwaymen are supposed to be a band 
of horse and cattle thieves who have been 
plundering the herds of the 
the upper Tomichi and Razor creeks for 
many months.

BOER PRISONERS 
RETURNING HOME 


Leading Free Staters End 


Long Captivity in Bermu- 
da and Land in 
New York. 


GLAD WAR IS ALL OVER. 


Take Oath of Allegiance to 
Edward VII. and Will 
Rebuild Homes in 
South Africa. 


New York, July 14.—[Special.]—Showing 
still the scars of hard fought battles on the 
veldt, and with faces bronzed by long ex- 
posure to the sun in south Africa and in the 
British prison camps, eighty-two Boer sol- 
diers arrived here today from Bermuda on 
the steamship Pretoria. 

They are the first batch of Boer prisoners to 
be released since peace was proclaimed, and, 
with a few exceptions, all are on their way 
back to the veldt, where their battlés were 
fought, to restore their farms and start life 
again under the new conditions that the 
war has brought about. 

In the party were twenty-one officers, many 
of whom were conspicuous in south Africa 
campaigns. Two of them—Gen. A. P. Cronje, 
a brother of the famous leader captured at 
Paardeburg, and Gen. J. B. Wessels—were 
of the highest rank in the Boer army. Oth- 
ers in the party were P. J. Steyn, a brother 
of ex-President Steyn of the Orange Free 
State; Joubert Reitz, son of the former sec- 
cretary of stdte of the Transvaal; G. A. Fra- 
zer, Mr. Steyn’s private secretary; J. de vi- 
liers, state attorney of the Free State; Field 
Cornet N. Ferreira, Gen. Van Velden of Gen. 
Botha’s staff, and Commandant Keirser. 


All Pay Own Way. 


All of them, including the privates, who. 


came in the second cabin, elected to pay 
their way home to south Africa instead of 
waiting for a British transport to take them 
there, and so were allowed to take passage 
on the Pretoria. Besides the Boers the party 
included a few foreigners, who can’t go back 
to the veldt because the British government 
has decreed so, and two Americans, J. I. 
Malloy of Boston and Michael Hallop of 
Nevada, who don’t want to go back, any- 
how, 

It was an interesting and picturesque body 
of men that lined the Prétoria’s raſt as it 
came to its pier. They looked like the fight- 
ers’ pictures that have come from south Af- 
rica, their clothes of every cut and color, and 
their hats of every shape. Nearly all of 
them carried queer canes, some of them with 
handles made of cartridges; and al had 
Yamtiiar drop pipes. They leaned on their 
canes and pufied on their pipes, and one had 
to ask all of them, from old Gen. Cronje 
down, if they were glad to be on their way 
home to find out if they were. They were, 
b they didn’t show it. That is the way 
with the Boers. 


Queer Pieces of Baggage. 

When the time for disembarking came they 
carried down the gangplank with them a 
collection of baggage that was as varied as 
their clothes, There were queer little chesis 
that had been carried through the campaigns 
of the veldt. Some had names of places now 
famous as battlegrounds cut in them. Those 
who hadn't chests had dilapidated valises. 
One man carried a dog that had been with 
him through his captivity. , 

All of the men save Gens. Cronje and Wes- 
sels bore their own baggage down the gang- 
way. On the pier the privates mixed with the 
generals and talked in Dutch, though every 
one can talk English now, many having 
learned it in the camp in Bermuda. 

The Boers had a hard time once they got 
to the pier, for the immigration officers did 
not know what todo with those who had come 
in the second cabin, which on the Pretoria 
corresponds to the steerage. First they were 
told to get on a boat for Ellis island. Then 
they. were ordered back on the ship to stay 
all night on the ground that they would have 
to show that they would not become public 
charges. But, finally, Immigration Commis- 
sioner Williams was informed over the tele- 
phone by an indignant citizen how matters 
stood, and he at once ordered their release. 


All Willing to Talk. 

All of the Boers were willing to talk and be 
photographed. Commandant Ferreira said 
that there were 4,600 prisoners in Bermuda, 
including some cape rebels. The prisoners, 
he said, were divided, after the declaration 
of -peace, into three classes, those who had 
taken the oath of allegiance to Great Britain 
and could pay their way home; those who 
had taken the oath, but could not pay their 
way; and those who had refused to declare 
that they recognized King Edward and 
would not take up arms again. : 

Commandant Ferreira said that those of 
the first class can go home now whenever 
they want to, those in the second class can 
go whenever a transport comes for them, 
which he did not think will be for some time, 
and those in the third class will have to shift 
for themselves in getting away, even from 
Bermuda. 


Tell of Their Treatment. 

Asked about their treatment the command- 
ant said: 

Wae have not much to complain of. The 
food was better than we could have given 
under the circumstances. A lot of us at- 
tended the school the British established on 
one of the islands. There were no teachers, 
but books were supplied. We had plenty to 
read and could walk and smoke, but it 
seemed a long time and we are glad to be 
going back. 

„We learned of the declaration of peace on 
July 3 through a telegram to the governor, 
which was read to the officers, who were 
told to announce it to the men. But we didn’t 
take much stock in it at first, because there 
had been so many rumors. Then, a few days 
later, came a dispatch conveying the terms. 

“The British wanted us right away to 
sign a declaration recognizing King Edward 
and agreeing to lay down our arms, but we 
said we would not do any such thing until 
we heard from our generals in the fleld. We 
were allowed to cable, and the next day we 
received a dispatch from De Wet and the 
others advising us to sign and saying that it 
would be useless to hold out any longer. 


Accept British Rule. 

“That was enough and most of us signed. 
Bome wouldn't. I don’t know how many, 
but only a few, I guess. I do not care to dis- 
cuss'the terms, but I will say that we would 
have remained prisoners willingly as long 
as the others thougat it worth while to keep 
it up.” 

Commandant Ferreira said that when De 
Wet's telegram announcing peace was read

STRIKERS IN FIERCE RIOT. 


POLICE CHARGE ON CROWD AND 
ARE MET BY STONES. 


Repeated Calls for Reinforcements 
‘Necessary Before Street Is Cleared 
and Pocketed Wagons Rescued 
from Obstructing Teamsters—Mis- 
siles Hurled by Mob Injure Drivers, 
and Eleven Arrests Are Made—Blue- 
coats Fight Their Way Through. 


Striking freight handlers engaged in their 
first serious rioting yesterday afternoon, and 
it was only after the police had charged on 
the crowd repeatedly and arrested eleven 
men that a semblance of order was restored. 

Eight policemen who were sent with two 
teams the Western Electric company 
to the St. Paul freighthouse at Carroll ave- 
nue and Union street were unable to extrica<e 
the drivers from the pocket into which they 
were foreed by angry teamsters. A riot call 
sent to the stations was responded to by 
several wagons of patrolmen, ard after a 
flerce conflict with the obstructing crowd 
the wagons were rescued and the drivers, 
bruised by missiles, were able to reach. a 
place of safety. 

Ignores Shea’s Advice. 

Ignoring the advice of Inspector Shea not 
to send goods to the freighthouses during 
hours when the streets were crowded, the 
electric company asked police protection for 
two wagons which it intended to send loaded 
to the St. Paul freiguthouse.

Both 
men are night watchmen at the electric 
company’s establishment on Clinton street. 
The wagons were unloaded at the freight- 
house, and the return trip was begun. Then 
the troubles of the policemen and the drivers 
commenced. As the wagons turned out the 
way was blocked by a number ot teams. The 
policemen ordered the teamsters to disperse, 
but the command of Sergt. Madden was 
greeted with jeers and some of the crowd 


the policemen. 


Police Call for Reinforcements. 


Finding it impossible to proceed Sergeant 
Madden ordered a retreat to the freighthouse 
and sent for reinforcements. Lieut. Harding 
of the Desplaines street station, with twenty 
policemen, responded, and with this addi- 
tional force to guard the two wagons an- 
other start was made, and again the caval- 
cade was blocked. N. 

Sympathizing teamsters drove their teams 
to the center and sides of the streets, some 
heading one way and some the other, till an 
almost inextricable tangle resulted. The po- 
lice were powerless to penetrate the mass, 
and each minute reinforcements were added 
to the crowded tangle of horses, wagons, and 
men. : 


Orders Arrest of Disturbers. 


Other riot calls were sent to headquarters. 
and wagons from nine police stations were 
sent to the scene with loads of policemen. 
When the first load arrived Lieut. Harding 
again commanded the crowd to disperse, and 
ordered his men to arrest the offending team- 
sters and clear a way for the passage of the 
two trucks. The policemen pulled the team- 
sters from their seats. Little by little the 
way opened, and slowly and with constant 
effort the jam was broken. 


Eleven Men Arrested. 

In the march from the freighthouse 
eleven men were arrested. All of them were 
teamsters and they were taken to the Des- 
plaines street station. Their names are:

SEE ONE CHANCE 
TO END STRIKE, 


Teamsters’ Committee and 
Others in Conference 
Early This Morning 
Agree on Step. 


NEW OFFER TO ROADS. 


Drivers Requested to Handle 
“Car Freight,” Including 
All Not Going Through 
Houses. 


All present prospects of peace in the strug- 
gle between the freight handlers and the 
railroads seemed to vanish last evening. At 
2 o'clock this morning the outlook was still 
dark, but a new situation had arisen which 
carried the bare possibility of settlement. 

At that hour the executive board of the 
Teamsters’ National union. compelled Presi- 
dent Curran of the freight handlers to agree 
to send committees with amended proposi- 
tions to all the railroads. 

These committees will present the sched- 
ule which the men promised John 8. Field 
and H. B. Steele of the Chicago arbitration 
board to submit to the railroads yesterday 
morning, but which President Curran, 
breaking his agreement, altered in secret. 


schedule offered by the railroads, with the 
probation period eliminated, 17% cents for 
truckers, and straight time for all employés 
charged for lost time. 


Ask Drivers to Haul “Car Freight.” 

In addition to compelling President Curran 
to make another attempt to settle the strike, 
the executive board issued a request to the 
teamsters belonging to the Truck Drivers’ 
union and the commission drivers’ local“ 
to handle all freight from cars not handled 
usually by the freight men. The appeal te 
the teamsters was as follows: 

At a meeting of the executive board of 
the Teamsters’ National union the matter 
of the freight handlers was taken up. The 
action of ‘ locals’ 3 and 5 was not indorsed 
either by local officials, national officials, or 
officers of the joint cetneil. And we, the 
executive board, hereby petition the drivers 
of said ‘locals’ to handle all freight not 
heretofore handled by freight handlers.” 

Signed by President Young. 

This petition was signed by President 
Young of the executive board, who had ar- 
rived in Chicago during the evening, and 
who said later: 

After today we will handle all the freight

Neither Mr. Field nor Mr. Steele, both of 
whom were present at the conference, would 
express an opinion regarding the prospecta 
of a settlement. They said they were post- 
tive if President Curran submitted the orig 
inal proposition yesterday it would have 
been different, but they could not say what 
the roads would do today. 


Railroads Mean Finish Fight. 


It was announced unofficially before the 
early morning meeting that the rarlroads 


intended to wage a finish fight against — 


the freightmen. They say they have reached 
this conclusion not through a desire to crush 
out unionism but because they are opposed 
to the formation of combinations that are 
likely to cripple their business and that of 
the city at the whim of any radical leader 
who might conclide to precipitate a struggle. 

The railroads further declare that it is not 
now a question of a half cent advance ip 
wages of the truck handlers, but that it isa

question of the inviolability of teamsters’ , 


contracts and the rights of the companies 
making contracts to insist that they shall be 
kept. 

Whether the late action of the teamsterg 
executive board and their forcing of Pres- 
dent Curran to modify his course will affect 
the rallroads is a matter for surmise. 


Teamsters Between Two Fires. 

President Young's conference was held in 
the Great Northern theater. It was a stormy 
session. The teamsters were between two 
fires and for a time shifted according to the 
arguments presented. Hot altercations were 
of frequent occurrence, and the lke was 
passed several times. As the meeting 
progressed President Curran became more 
and more bitter. 

“I see your game, was his passing shot 
as he left the hall. You are going to handle 
freight. Try it. Try it.” 

The teamsters were anxious to get a fair 
view of the matter, and when the meeting 
was called to order they had induced the 
executive board of the Chicago federation to 
sit with them. This board consists of:

President Young presided, and soon after 
the meeting came to order representatives of 
the teaming interests of the city and men 
who compose the arbitration board were 
called in to speak. Mr. Field, president of 
the Knickerbocker Ice company, and Mr. 
Steele of the Steele-Wedeles company told 
of the methods they had used to settle the 
strike. 

They accused President Curran of not 
playing fair and showed proofs. They then 
told the teamsters their idea of the task that 
lay before the conference, and asked that no 
cognizance be taken of the strike and that the 
men be ordered back to work. When they 
had left the hall the executive committee of 
the freight handlers was called in. J. C. 
Driscoll, secretary of the Team Owners’ as- 
sociation of the city, then stirred up trouble. 

He declared President Curran could not be 
trusted. Curran retorted with the statement 
that Driscoll was in the employ of the cor- 
porations and could not be trusted. To this 
Driscoll replied in strong language and then 
President Young called both to order. 

The teamsters then drew up an agreement 
as outlined in the foregoing and presented 
it to the freight men for their acceptance. 

The freight handlers did not want to sign 
it. They had sent out an ultimatum ” dur- 
ing the afternoon and did not want to go to 
the roads again. Finally they were induced 
to agree to make another trial. 


Questions Put to Curran. 


A few moments later Mr. Steele, Mr. Fieid, 


Arthur Dixon, W. L. Loeffel, and Anthony 
Probst, all interested in teaming, again en- 
tered the room and put some questions te 
Mr. Curran.

The conference adjourned at 2:15 a. m. 


Situation Becomes Serious. 

The seriousness of the situation became 
apparent to every business man in the city 
yesterday afternoon when the two opposing 
forces settled down to the struggle. South 
Water street merchants met and canvassed 
the situation, discussing every phase. Two 
hundred representative wholesale merchants 
and manufacturers held a secret meeting 
and determined they would no longer permit 
the strike to interfere with their business. 
They decided to begin handling freight to- 
day, strike or no strike, and will expect the 
city to furnish ample police protection. 

One of the big merchants declared that 
unless the teamsters stood by their agree- 
ment the business interest of the city would 
join in a finish fight to wipe out the union 
completely. 5 

Six hundred reserve policemen were or- 
dered by Chief O'Neill to report at the va- 
rious division headquarters for service today. 
They will not be permitted to ride on wagons, 
but will walk by them to protect the drivers. 


Business at a Standstill. 


During the day business in the wholesale 
district practically was at a standstill. 

Officials of the Chicago and Erie railroad 
sent a formal letter to Mayor Harrison 
calling attention to the stoppage of busi- 
ness, and notifying him that the company 
would hold the city responsible for any 
losses that may ensue. On the basis of Su- 
preme court decisions, it is understood there 
is full of legal basis for this claim. 

Rioting began during the afternoon about 
the Milwaukee and St. Paul freighthouse. 
As related elsewhere, thousands of men filled 
the streets at the conclusion of work and 
joined the teamsters in their efforts to com- 
pel the drivers of some Western Electric 
teams to turn back. Police were summoned 
from all sides and a large number of arrests 
were made. 


Curran Forced to Try Again. 
Mr. Steele and Mr. Field had been working 
all day yesterday for a settlement, and with- 


dut result. After it had been discovered that 


President Curran had altered the terms ef 
the agreement and had been turned down 
by the railroads early in the day these men, 
through the teamsters, forced him to try 
again, and at 4p. m. another effort, doomed 
to failure, was made. Seven railroad offices 
were visited without result. 

The committees reported back at 6 o’clock 
and without exception said they could do 
nothing. The St. Paul committee brought 
the news that they were told they need not 
return again, as that road was not going to 
treat with its men except they should come 
as individuals and take up their work. 

Some of the committeemen to the North- 
western said they would hold another con- 
ference today, but this.other members of 
the committee denied, saying they, too, had 
orders to go back as individuals or not at all. 
All were indignant and some of the men 
openly said they were tired of the entire fight 
and wanted to go back to work. That was

Curran Issuesa Statement. 

When the committees all had reported and 
President Curran had full knowledge of 
what had occurred, he issued the following 
statement at 6:30 p. m., which he called his 
ultimatum: 

“The ratiroads have again broken faith. 
We went to them for the last time this after- 
noon, and they refused to accept terms they 
had agreed to accept. These terms are rea- 
sonable ones. They are such that reputable 
business men such as H. B. Steele and J. 
Field proposed. They are terms which 
we were led to believe they would accept, 
and we offered them in good faith. Now 
that we have been repulsed, we have but 
one course of action left, and that is war to 
the end. 

“On account of this action of the roads 
there is but one course for me to pursue. 
Hereafter if the railroads want to treat 
with us they must come to our headquarters, 
104 Randolph street. I will not send an- 
cther commitee, no matter who asks it. 1 


am done with committees, and am done with 
boards that have their interest and mot that 


of my men at heart. We have done rightly 
and now we will fight. 

“Tf the managers of the roads desire to 
spend hundreds of thousands of dollars for 
the sake of one-half a cent an hour they 
can do so. I and my men are not stockhold- 
ers, and the money they squander does not 
affect us. Their stand is not humane. Iask 
what man can support a family on $1.75 a day 
when provisions are as high as they are to- 
day. They say our labor is unskilled. So 
some of it is, but our children must live and 
wear clothes.

Disappointed at Result. 

The men who tried to bring about a settle- 
ment were keenly disappointed by the turn 
in events. When discouraging reports came 
in they set to work to induce the teamsters 
to keep hands off. Later Secretary J. C. 
Driscoll of the Team Owners’ association, 
the man who induced the Chicago Arbitra- 
tion board to take the matter up, made the 
following statement: 

We are disappointed. I say this for the 
Chicago Arbitration board and for Mr. Steele 
and Mr. Field. Since Saturday morning the 
arbitration board has not touched this mat- 
ter, but Mr. Steele and Mr. Field have been 
working as individuals, and on their success 
hinged the results. On Saturday morning 
the arbitration board found the rallroads 
un will to arbitrate, and then it dropped 
out. uring that day, acting as a body of 
business men, it tried to settle the matter, 
but failing by night gave it up. 

“Then Mr. Steele and Mr. Field took up 
the fight. They appeared on Sunday and 
worked with the teamsters, and here I will 
ive some inside history. They sent me to 
speak to the Truck Drivers’ union, and I 
gave that body what terms I knew the rall- 
roads would accept.

LATEST STATEMENT OF THE RAILWAYS 
CARRIES SMALL PROSPECT OF PEACE. 


Managers Set Forth Their Position and -Declare They Have Taken - 
Every Possible Measure to Reach a Settlement of the Strike. 


The thinking public of Chicago is interested in knowing the facts in regard to the 
present strike, that it may draw its own conclusions. W 8 
, As has been stated before, an advance to freight handlers was made by the rail- 
roads in April. There was a further advance made effective from July 1. At the 
same time the officers of the companies expressed their willingness to meet their 
} employés and confer with them about wage scale or any other grievances that they 
might have. July 7 the freight handlers stopped work on all roads without notice or 
conference. Subsequent to this, on account of pressure from the press and other 
sources, committees of freight handlers were authorized by their union to meet their 
employing officers,. without, however, being invested with any authority to nego- 
no results could nor did any follow from such 


During the last ten days great pressure has been brought to bear upon the rail- 
road officers to make any concessions that would terminate the strike and the team- 
sters in Chicago, in violation of the pledges of their authorized officers, and against 
the advice of their officers, who were disposed to Stand firm, have struck in order to 
bring further pressure to bear upon the railroads. 

Railroad companies are as much concerned in the welfare of Chicago as. 
other vested interest, yet they are opposed’ to making any concessions that will re- 
sult in yielding control of their business to any labor organization. Aside from this 
fundamental reason, there are many other considerations which may be mentioned: 

First—The offer made by the railroad companfes April 14 and July 1 give a sub- 


Second—In all conferences held between the railway officers and committees of 
employés it has been conclusively shown that as individuals the men are satisfied 
with the terms offered them. In other words, the obstructions in the way of a set- 
tlement come from the officers of the union, who will not allow the employés to ac- 


Third—A large number of the employés have already returned to work, and many 
others have expressed a willingness to do so as soon as the prevailing disorder has 


In this strike a singular spectacle is presented on the part of organized labor. 
There is, on the one hand, a union, the members of which struck without notice, and 
whose officers would not permit its members to deal with their employers, and when 
under pressure they did permit this, refused to allow the committee to negotiate 
with the officers whom they met; while, on the other hand, another union, whose 
members, without grievances of their own, has gone on a sympathetic strike in com- 
plete violation of their own agreements with their employers, made but a few weeks 
ago in settlement of the teamsters’ strike, disregarding in this respect all the ap- 
peals from their own union officers and from their employers not to break the agree- 


This situation must have its dscouraging aspect to the law abiding rank and file 
among the labor unions, so many of whom as individuals realize the absolute neces- 
_gity of maintaining the integrity of contracts and agreements, and must deplore 
their own inability to maintain such agreements with their employers when made, as 
in this case, through the intervention of the union. N 
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merous that perishable goods are being lost. 
Chairman Job is optimistic. He beHeves 
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that this time he will be able to get the two 
parties together and close up the trouble. 
During the day requests for permits to 
move perishable freight came pouring in to 
President Curran. Wholesalers,. retailers, 
butchers, bakers, and grocers pleaded with 
him, but of no avail. Even women came in 
among the men and asked to be allowed to 
move household furniture, but President 
Curran shook his head to all their requests. 
One baker, who would not give his name, 
asked for permission to haul out severd? 
loads of flour, and when he was refused he 
said he would have to close up. 
Close up then, came the reply. Better 
men than you will have to do the same. 


May Tie Up Building Operations. 

A more serious demand for a permit came 
in the early afternoon. During the morning 
Business Agent Charles Hanks of the brick- 
makers’ union was notified by the Illinois 
Brick company that union pickets had pre- 
vented the moving of several carloads of 
brick from the tracks of the Chicago Ter- 
minal railroad at Fifth avenue and Tayler 
streets. Hanks went to J. J. Fitzpatrick of 
the Chicago Federation of Labor and tried 
to get him to obtain a permit from Curran. 

The freight handlers refused to grant it, 
and Hanks werit to Secretary E. L. Turley 
of the teamsters’ union.

The team owners have expressed a willing- 
ness to take the teams out if police protec- 
tion ean be assured, and it is not unlikely 
trat an effort will be made during the fore- 
poon to break through the embargo which 
has shut off 75 per cent of the supplies of 
south Water street. 

Mayor Harrison was severely censured by 
the speakers at the meeting of the Chicago 
branch of the National League of Commis- 
sion Merchants, which was held in the rooms 
of the Chicago butter and egg board, in the 
Marine building. C. G. Davies, who has ten 
cars of vegetables and fruit on the Mlinois 
Central tracks, declared that the city was 
under the red flag.of anarchy, and that the 
Mayor had failed to grant the business in- 
terests proper police protection for fear of 
prejudicing the labor vote. 


Calls Police Protection Farcical. 
Anthony Probst, president of the South 
association, 
said the police protection granted teamsters 
had been a farce, and that the policemen 
had stood idly by when pickets took horses 
by their heads and turned them around in 
the street and sent them back to the stores. 

Mr. Probst assured the merchants that a 
large number of the team owners would 
man their own wagons in the morning and 
haul the produce from the railroad yards 
if they could be assured proper police pro- 
tection. He informed them that the central 
organization of team owners was planning 
to attack the charter of the Commission 
Teamsters’ union for violation of their con- 
tract, and he believed the union would be 
severely disciplined for its action. 


Chaos in South Water Street. 

Everything on South Water street was in 
a chaotic condition yesterday. Small mer- 
chants who feared that prices would be 
forced up to an impossible figure remained 
away from the street. Farmers living with- 
in a radius of twenty miles from the city 
limits are rushing in everything they can 
get by wagons and selling to the outlying 
merchants.

Recelpts of eggs yesterday were 3,446 cases 
below the figures for a week ago, and butter 
fell off over 5,000 tubs, or more than 50 per 
cent. It is feared that the butter and cheese 
at the depots will be badly affetted by the 
delay. Potatoes in the cars are suffering 
from the heat, and the commission men say 
the loss will amount to hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. Sixty-one carloads came 
in yesterday. Dealers said that only-25 per 
cent of the usual supplies were received yes- 
terday, and all that camein by express and 
boat. 

The diverting of the large stocks that 
usually reach Chicago to other cities will 
have a disastrous effect on their markets, 
and appeals have been made to shut off ship- 
ments. The growers say their stuff is ripen- 
ing and they cannot let it rot in their fields. 
The farmers are suffering great loss and the 
price of potatoes at Edwardsville, III., has 
fallen from 55 to 35 cents. In order to get rid 
of them the farmers are shipping to New 
York and other eastern points. 


STRIKE IS PENDING IN OMAHA. 


Freight Handlers’ Union Clashes with 
Railroads and Curran Threatens 
a General Walkout. 


Omaha, Neb., July 14.—Unlese the raill- 
roads entering Omaha agree to a schedule 
presented by the freight handlers there will 
probably be a general strike.

MORE CHANGES ARE DUE, 


New Premier Assured of Hearty 
Support by His Party 
Associates. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 


LONDON. July 15, 3 a. m.—Sir Michael 
ieks-Beach late yesterday afternoon re- 
signed his position as chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, thus making the first break in the 
new Balfour ministry. 

Tus resignation of the chancellor, although 
temporary withdrawn, created as much 
5 if not more, than that of Lord 
Salisbury. In political circles it is generally 
conceded that the increased influence of 


Joseph Chamberlain in the cabinet is the 


direct cause of Hicks-Beach's resignation. 
The two men are antagonistic and to a cer~ 
tain extent rivals. 

Hicks-Beach’s Long Service. 
With the exception of two brief intervals 
sir Michael Hicks-Beach has been a mem- 
per of the cabinet since 1874. He was chief 
secretary for Ireland, 1874-'78; secretary for 
thé colonies, 1878-80; chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, 1885-'86; chief secretary for Ireland 
Again in 1886-7; president of the board of 
trade, 1888-92; and chancellor of the ex- 
chequer again from 1895 to his resignation 
yesterday. 

His most brilliant achievement in office 
was the financing of the Boer war, a task 
that placed him at the forefront among Eng- 
jand’s financiers. 

The consensus of opinion in the house of 
commons Was that either William Robert 
Hanbury, president of the board of agri- 
culture, or George Wyndham will succeed 
Sir Michael Hicks-Beach as chancellor of 
the exchequer, although there is a strong

His loss to them was indeed 
irreparable. He did not flatter himself that 
the gap could be filled by his own person- 
ality, but the place that the noble marquis 
had left must be occupied, and it was be- 
Ttause the king had desired him (Mr. Bal-« 
four) to do his best to take that position 
that he had asked them to come there today.

‘Will Gen. Bragg, United States consul general 
to Cuba, be recalied from his post? “Will he 
be reprimanded? Or will his indiscrete ut- 
terances regarding the Cubans be allowed to 
pass unheeded? These questions Were asked 
today in official and diplomatic oircles, 

At the state, department today it was said 
that nothing’ had yet been done in the direc- 
tion of asking an explanation from Gen. 
Bragg. The usual course of procedure is for 
the aggrieved nation to make complaint, if it 
believes that ground for complaint exists, be- 
fore thts government takes action. Nobody 
doubts that Gen. Bragg uttered the phrase 
attributed to him. At least, it is everywhere 
conceded that it would be like bim to write 
his opinions in a frank and bluff manner. 
He has always been a man of decided views 
and has never hesitated to express them. 
If he thought that the Cubans were poor 
material out of which to construct a nation 
he would say so in emphatic fashfon. 


Private Letter Not a Declaration. 


Im the case of Gen. Bragg, his utterance 
wes contained in a letter written to his wife, 
and ought not to be construed, it is asserted, 
into a public declaration. It is said at the 
state department that no doubt many con- 
suls and ministers express themselves in pri- 
vate letters to relatives and senators or 
representatives in a way that would be em- 
barrassing if their werds were to become 
public. 

‘They take chances when they write, and, 
as a general thing, their sécrets are kept in- 
violate. In fact, it was said at the state 
department that Gen. Bragg’s ease is almost 
Without precedent. dome surprise is ex- 
pressed that the unfortunate utterance in his 
letter was allowed to get into the newspapers, 
especially as‘ Mrs. Bragg is not b 
p'blic life. She was in Washfngton whe 
Gen. Bragg was in Congress and was also 
with bim wien he wus minister to Mexico 
under President Cleveland. 


Friends Blamed for Publicity.

Other Cases Are Recalled. 

The last two notable cases in this count 
are those qt Lord Sackville West, the Briti 
minister, and Sefior Dupuy de Lome, the 
Spanish minister. Lord Sackville West wrote 
a letter to a man in California during the 
Cleveland campaign which necessitated his 
recall, while Sefior Dupuy de Lome's letter, 
in which he reflected severely upon President 
McKinley and the American government 
just previous to the war with Spain, resulted 
in his passports being sent to him with great 
promptness.

STOOD FOR 1,000 YEARS. 


Corner of the Famous Palace of 
the Doges Is Also De- 
molished. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNBE.] 
VENICE, July 14.—The campanile of St. 
Mark's cathedral, 320 feet high, collapsed 
today, after standing for 1,000 years as one 
of the noted architectural treasures of the 
eld world. : 
The ancient bell tower, in its fall, carried 
with it a corner of the historic palace of the 
. The famous Sansovina loggetta was 
wrecked. Four of S&8rnsovifo’s historic 
Matues of Venetian nobies were demolished, 
and a beautiful example of Paul Veronese 
painting was destroy 


Art Treasures Destroyed. 


The wing of the 85 foot statue of the 
angel on the top of the tower crashed down 
in front of the main entrance to the cathe- 
eral, smashing the Bando column, which 
was hurled to a distance of thirty-five feet. 
The library was badly 

The cathedral itself had a narrow escape 
from serious disaster. 

The campanile ruins fill the Piazza di San 
Marco, and are piled toa height of 100 feet. 

Fortunately there was no loss of He, al- 
though a few persons were slightly injured. 


Known to Be Unsafe. 


The tower was known to be unsafe. Yes- 
terday there appeared a longitudinal crack 
in the corner of the wall facing the clock 
tower. A concert which had been 
to be held on the plasza yesterday evening 
Was stopped by order of the prefect, with 
the object of preventing a concourse of peo- 
ple. The work of repairs was to be begun 
today. At 10:40 o’clock there was a prelim- 
inary fall of stones within the tower. This 
warned shopkeepers, workmen, and tourists 
of the impending disaster, and all fled for 
their lives, crying: The campanile is fall- 
ing! When the disaster was comprehended 
Venetians were seen in the streets bemoan- 
ing the destruction of one of the oldest art 
treasures in the kingdom: A 

tarts Panic in City. 

The fall of the tower produced a thick red 
dust, which spread like a hanging cloud over 
the city. This, with the rumbling, volcanic 
noise, startled the inhabitants of the most 
remote suburbs. Thousands of soldiers and 
police aided in allaying the panic. It is ex- 
pected that a subscription will be raised to 
duplicate the original tower. 

The deputies of Venice have telegraphed 
to the government at Rome for authoriga- 
tion to establish a lottery for the purpose 
of raising funds to rebuild the bell tower. 


Founded 1,014 Years Ago. 

The campanile was founded in 888, restored 
in 1329, provided with a marbie top in 1417, 
and in 1517 was crowned with the figure of 
an angel nearly sixteen feet high. The log- 
getta, ok, westibule, on the east side of the 
campanile, was once @ rendezvous of the 
nobilia, and afterwards a waiting room for 
the guards during the sessions of the great 
council. There were bronze statues of 
Peace, Apollo, Mercury, and Pallas.on the 
ccping of the campanile, and its fine bronse 
doors were much admired. At the top of the 
tower a watchman, with a telescope, was 
Ually stationed. , 

Described by Eye Witness. 
An eye witness thus describes the fall of 
the Campanile: | 

“Shortly after 9:30 I had gone into the 
plaza. I found ‘a crowd in front of the 
clock tower gazing at a crack which had 
appeared in the Campanile. A few moments 
before the disaster happened I saw some dust 
coming from the crack. Then suddenly one 
column of the bell chamber of the top fell, 
followed by the golden angel of the summit, 
and another moment the whole stone top of 
the Campanile came crashing to the ground, 
crushing the loggia San Sovino. There was 
a pause, and then the whole edifice sank to 
the ground.” 

Corner of Palace Destroyed. 

A portion of the tower nearest 
palazzo Beale, which had been rendered 
solid by recent pointing of the bricks, fell 
in greater masses, and, striking a corner of 
the palace, destroyed some six yards of tis 
frontage, leaving the gallery within open to 
view. If the whole tower had been repointed 
it would probably have fallen in a solid mass 
and destroyed the church and other buildings 
around. Be 

The escape of St. Mark’s was really mar- 
velous. Masses of bricks and stone le in 
heaps at its feet, and the’golden angel of the 
Campanile fell and lies shattered in the cen- 
tral porch of the church on the spot 80 dear 
to the prbud Venetians of old, where Fred- 
erick Barbarossa made his submission to the 
pope. 

Fears for Other Buildings. 

Fears are entertained for the safety of 
other buildings in Venice. The public is furi- 
ous and blames the authorities for supine- 
ness. Only eight months ago the belfry 
was officially declared to be in no danger. 
The minister of public works has arrived 
and has opened an inquiry. 

The Venetians regard the destruction of 
the Campanile as the disappearance of &@ 
symbol of their past greatness. The calam- 
ity has caused a sensation throughout Italy, 

The municipal council has decided to open 
a preliminary fund of 500,000 lire (about 
$100,000) for the rebuilding of the Campanile 
and the San Sovino loggia. <A public sub- 
scription will also be opened for the same

10 LIE IN STATE, 
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First Stage of Archbishop 
_ Feehan’s Last Journey to 


PROCESSION TO CHURCH. 


Bishop Spalding to Be the Cele- 
brant of Requiem Mass 
on Thursday. 


“The first stage of the last journey of Arch- 
pishop Patrick A. Feehan will begin today 
when his body, clad in the full pontifical 
robes and escorted by 300 priests, will be 

from the archiepiscopal residence 
to the Cathedral of the Holy Name, there 
to lie in state. 

The office of the dead will be recited this 
evening in the cathedral, and pontifical re- 
quiem mass will be celebrated on Thursday 
morning at 10 o’clock. The Rev. John Lan- 
caster Spalding, bishop of Peoria, will be 
the celebrant, assisted by the Very Rev. M. 
J. Fitzsimmons and other priests yet to be 
selected. 

Archbishop Patrick J. Ryan of Philadei- 
phia will preach the sermon and Cardinal 
Gibbons will give the last absolution. An 
hour after the concluding ceremony in the 
cathedral the funeral cortége will start for 


Calvary’ cemetery, where the body of the 


archbishop will lie until final burial in 
Mount Carmel. 
These arrangements were made yesterday 
by Bishop Muldoon and Chancellor Barry 
after acceptances had been received from the 
Officials of the church asked to take part in 
the ceremonies. 
Dignitaries of the church will begin to ar- 
rive today, and by tomorrow, when the fu- 
néral takes place, it is expected that nearly 
all the high officials will be in the city. 
“The dead archbishop now.lies at his late 
residence clad in full robes of office. He 
wears the purple soutane, purple gloves, 
stockings, and slippers, the alb and chasu- 
ble; with the miter on his head, the crozier 
in his hand, and the episcopal ring on his 


finger. 

Ali day and night the priests have main- 
tained a watch beside the body. In front of 
the house a solitary policeman" has been on 


' guard. A line of priests and nuns has passed 


almost continuously up and down the steps of 
the residence. . 


Procession to Cathedral. 


When the procession forms this afternoon 
to take the body to the cathedral the priests 
who will form the escort will not wear their 
priestly garments. They have asked 
by Bishop Muldoon to appear in frock coats 
and silk hats. At least 300 priests of the 
diocese are expected to form this escort. , 

From the residence the procession will 
move in North avenue to Dearborn avenue, 
south to Superior street thence to the ca- 
thedral. For an hour after the arrival there 
the cathedral will be closed while the body 
is being placed on the catafalque. After this 
the doors will be opened to the people. 

Decorators are now draping the interior of 
the great church in black and purple. Large 
Streamers of these two colors have been 
dropped from the ceiling of the transept to 
form the background of the casket, and from

folds of cloth have been hung. 

While the body lies in state it will de in 
the mahogany casket. The authorities of 
the church have decided againgt the custom 
of removing the remains while being Viewed 
by the people.

HOW AIRSHIP RACES AT ST. LOUIS

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The regulations for the airship races which will be a feature of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase exposition have been drawn up. The prescribed course will begin and end in the 
athletic amphitheater adjoining the aeronautic stabling ground in the exposition inclosure. 
The course will be shaped like the letter L, one leg being the shorter and in full view from 
all parts of the exposition grounds. It will be marked by three captive balloons (at points 
The starting point will be at A-1. The aeronaut 
shall have his choice of the direction in which to start, but he shall turn around the cap- 
tive balloons A-2 and A-8 in opposite directions—i. e., one to the right and the other to 
the left. The length of the entire course will not be less than ten miles nor more than fif- 
teen miles, reckoned in an air line from center to center of the captive balloons. The 
course thus described is for machines carrying operators. 

For fiying machines not carrying operators the judges will establish two 
lines one-fourth of a mile long and at least one mile apart. These lines wil 
on the day of the trial and with reference to the prevailing wind, if any. The machine 
will be started from the center of the leeward base line and at right angles to it, and shail 
proceed against the wind. It shall cross the other base line before landing, and may then 
be caught and started back from the center of the windward base line, proceeding down 
the wind and crossing the leeward base line, practically as indicated by the dotted line 
diagram.

MUTE A HERO AT A FIRE 


PROBABLY FATALLY BURNED 
TRYING TO HELP FRIEND. 


Deaf and Dumb, and with the Loss of 
an Arm, He Attempts to Save Prop- 
erty of His Benefactor—Clothing Ig- 
mited and Physicians Say He May 
Die—Two Women Resoue Helpless 
Sister from Flames—Exploding Gas- 
oline Stove the Cause. 


Robert Hayes, deaf, dumb, and lacking 
his left arm, attempted to save the property 
of his benefactor from fire at 2345 Cotta 
Grove avenue last night, and his action ma 
cost him his life. 

Hayes’ clothing was ignited, and, bewild- 
ered and half suffocated, he fell to the floor 
and probably was fatally burned before be- 
ing rescued by Policemen Gleason and 
O’ Neill of the Cottage Grove avenue station. 

The life of Miss Lily Dillon, who was in 
bed on the third floor, helpless from illness, 
was saved by her two sisters, Catherine and 
Loretta. They heard her cries for help and 
ran to her assistance. They wrapped her in 
the bed clothing and carried her to safety, 
while others were searching the apartments 
for her. 

Three Slightly Injured. 

Harry Dillon was nearly suffocated while 
searching for his sister, and Mathew Mand- 
able, 16 years old, while aiding in her rescue 
was burned about the legs. n 

Lieut. William’ Older of the insurance pa- 
trol also was burned on the hands while as- 
sisting in the rescues. 

Hayes lives at 2333 Cottage Grove avenue 
and is 38 years old. A year ago he lost his 
left arm in a railroad accident and among 
those who have assisted him since then is 
Edward Dillon, horseshoer, whose shop is 
at 2345 Cottage Grove avenue, and in whose 
apartments on the third floor of the same 
building the fire oecurred last night. 


Tries to Aid Benefactor. 


Hayes sought to help his friend and ran 
up the stairway to aid in carrying out the 
furniture. 

When Policemen Gleason and O'Neill ar- 
rived they went at once to the third floor 
and discovered Hayes. He was unconscious 
and his clothing had almost been burned 
from his body. At Mercy hospital the physi- 
cians said he had small chance of recovery. 

An exploding gasoline stove started the 
fire, which threatened to consume the build-

The competitor making the best average

The average time made must be at the 
rate of at least twenty miles an hour, in- 
cluding tie time consumed in the starting 
and landing, reckoned from the time that 
the vehicle parts free of the ground or 
starting stage until his car again touches 
the earth within a radius of fifty yards from 
the starting point without serious injury to 
either man or apparatus. 

The competitive flights must take place 
between the Ist day of June and the 30th 
day of September, 1904, inclusive. The 
specific weeks for the trials will be deter- 
mined by the international jury and an- 
rounced in advance. 


Other Prizes for Machines. 

A prize of $2,500 is offered for the flying 
machine, not carrying an operator, making 
a straightaway run of a mile and return, to 
approximately the starting point, in the 
shortest time of actual flight. In addition 
to the weight of the complete machine, with 
all its appurtenances and fuel, it must carry 
a load of ten pounds. The details of the time 
of this contest will be determined by the 
international jury. 

A prize of $2,000 is offered for the gliding 
machine, mounted by an operator, which 
shall advance in a calm or against the wind 
at a vertical angle most acute with the 
horizon. It shall make at least twenty 
glides of not less than 400 feet each. 

A prize of $1,000 is offered for the gliding 
machine, mounted by an operator, exhibiting 
the best automatic stability 
during at least forty glides, not less than 400 

feet each. 

A first prize of $2,500 and a second prize of 
$1,000 are offered for the airship motors 
other than the exact machine, winning the 
grand prize, having the least weight and the 
greatest efficiency in proportion to their 
power. 

One prize of $3,000 is offered forna success- 
ful attempt to drive an airship motor by 
energy transmitted through space, either in 
the form of electric radiation or in some. 
other form of electrical energy, to an actual 
amount of one-tenth of a horse power at the 
point of reception and at a distance of at 
least 1,000 feet. 

Long Distance Contests. 

Four zes of $5,000 each are offered to 
the co case who win in the following 
contests, each being the first and only prize 
in its class. These contests’ will be open to 
balloons and airships or aeronautical ve- 
hicles of any type and carry at least one 


person: 

For the greatest 8 attained, starting 
from the ex tion grounds. 

For the —.— time in the air, starting 
from the exposition grounds. 

For landing nearest to the Washington 
monument in the city of Washington, D. C., 
the start being made from the exposition 
grounds in St. Louis. 

For the longest distance traveled in one 
flight in any direction, starting from the ex- 
position grounds. 

These four contests will take place on four 
different dates, to be announced by the jury 
at least six days in advance. 


Kite Flying a Feature. 

The kite competitions are open to all, with- 
out limitation as to form or dimensions of 
apparatus. Any competitor may present 
several kites and shall provide all necessary 
operators. 

There will be two classes of competition— 
one for an altitude of 500 feet, to be reached 
with a line 800 feet in length, and one for the 
greatest height attained by a single kite, to 
be not less than one mile, with any length of 
line. 

No hot air balloons will be permitted. The 
exposition company will provide suitable 
inclosure for the aeronautic grounds and de- 
fray all necessary operating expenses con- 
nected therewith, but each competitor must 
provide any special structure or apparatus 
required by his exhibit at his own expense. 

The exposition will provide at cost price 
all gas and fuel that may be required by the 
competitors at the expense et the competi- 
tors, and no competitor will be allowed to 
provide his own fuel or manufacture his own 


gas.

Gen. Chaffee fs 
senior to Maj. Gen. MacArthur Secretary 
Root decided to ask Maj. Gen: Chaffee to ex- 
his wishes, and Adjt. Gen. Corbin ac- 
cordingly wired him. His reply announced a 
preference to command the department of 
the east. The president agreed to make t 
change in the Philippines. and Secreta 


Root wired the instructions to Adjt. Gen. Cor- 


bin today. 

Maj. Gen. Davis, who will succeed Maj. 
Gen. Chaffee, is the officer who has been in 
command of the department of Mindanao 
and who bas handled the difficulty with the 
Moros to the satisfaction of the authorities 
here. The work of the military commander 
is greatly circumscribed as a result of the 
establishment of civil government through- 
out the archipelago, and Gem Davis’ duties 
will not be nearly so important as those of 
his predecessors. He its a good. safe man, 


' however, of a conciliatory disposition, and it 


is believed that he and the commisston which 
administers the islands will enjoy cordial 
relations. 

Maj. Gen. Davis will remain in the archi- 
pelago only a year longer. He wilt be placed 
om the retired list on account of age in July 
next. He will thus be in command about 
nine months. Brig. Gen. Leonard Wood ex- 
pected to be placed in command of a depart- 
ment in the United States, but he hae found 
that the work of compiling the Cuban records 
will require his remaining in Washington. 
Tt would surprise few should he eventually 
be ordered to the Philippines and succeed 
Maj. Gen. Davis in command of the military. 
Until the arrival of Maj. Gen. Chaffee Maj. 
Gen. MacArthur will serve as commander of 
the department of the east. He will resume 
command of the department of the lakes in

WU TO REMAIN FOR SOME TIME. 


New Minister from China, Liang Chen 


Tung, Not Likely to Take Charge 
Before Fall. 


Washington. D. C., July 14.—It is expected 
that Minister Wu will not leave Washington 
for his new post in China for some weeks. 
His successor, Liang Chen Tung, is now at- 
tached to the Chinese special embassy to the 
coronation of King Edward. 

Prince Chun is to return to China by way 
of the United States. Officials of the Chi- 
nese legation are not prepared to say 
whether the new minisfer will take up his 
duties at the legation on his arrival in the 
United States, or go to China with Prince 
Chun and return later to Washington. 

Officials personally acquainted with the 
new minister describe him as a man of impos- 
ing stature, being over 6 feet in height, and 
slightly inclined to stoutness. He speaks 
English with the greatest facility. 

’ Minister Wu, in speaking today of his re- 
turn to China, said that the first and most 
urgent need of China was a financial read- 
justment, so as to relieve the country of the 
great and increasing burden caused by the 
payment of foreign obligations in high priced 
gold while silver was the only current money. 
Next in order the country, he said, wanted 
three things, education, railroads, and news- 


— Wu intends to write two books, 
one on America. for publication here, and 
the other on his observations outside of 
China, for circulation in his native country. 
He has before him at least two years’ work 
in the codification of the sovereign laws.

A compilation of sketches of statesmen by 
the New York Herald under the title Who's 
What, and Why, in America,’’ contains the 
accompanying portrait and biography,of the 
junior senator from IIIinois: 45 


MASON, WILLIAM ERNEST. | ‘ 
United States senator from Illinois. Head 
boxer of Cook county. Familiarly known in 
Washington as 
BOXER BILLIE 
FROM THE STATE OF ILLINOIS. 
Born Franklin, N. Y., July 7, 1850. His 


first words were, This ain't Chicago!“ in 
tones of deep and tearful protest. He could 


not be quieted for several hours, until his 


parents had the happy thought to light a 
soft coal fire in the stove, when the infant 
statesman dropped off into a peaceful slum- 
ber. At the age of 8 he removed to Iowa 
and there received the academic education 
which has made him a rival of the masters 
of culture in public life. 

From 1866 to 1870 he taught school in Des 
Moines, Ia., where the influence of his teach- 
ings is still felt, the city having from that 
time called itself Day Moines instead of Des 
Moines, showing the marked influence of a 


_eultivated mind upon its environment. In 


1873 he took up the practice of the law and 
upon such a large scale that he moved to 
Chicago in order to find room for it. En- 
tered politics din state legislature in 1879 and 
made such fame as an orator that the city 
of Chicago began to expand so as to accom- 
modate his voice, which has a reach of eighty 
miles in every direction, and which, when 
taxed to the uttermost on the prairies, can 
be heard as far as Kansas City. 


Went to congress in 1887 and was elected

to the senate in 1897. At the world’s fair 
in Chieago in 1803 he was one of the most 
successful exhibits, and was so beautiful 
architecturally that the duke of Veragua 
was with difficulty convinced that he was 
a permanent and not a temporary structure. 
In the senate he has represented the Lake 
Michigan spirit to perfection, one moment 
serene, calm, and smiling, the next the em- 
bodiment of an overwhelming storm, with 
the waves a-lashing and the trees a-crash- 
ing and the winds a-smashing before his 
thunderous eloquence.

STRIKES CORNER 
Big Receipts, With More Com- 


ing, Depress the July 
Price 5 Cents. 


NEW TACTICS OF BULLS. 


Petition for. Marginal Price and 
to Make No. 3 Deliverable 
Discussed. 


the managers of the corner to adopt new 
tactics. They allowed the July price to 
drop from 86 cents to 80%. No effort was 
made to bring about a recovery from the low 
point, and the elose was at 81 cents, a net 
loss for the day of 5 cents. 

The break was precipitated by talk that 
nearly 1,000 cars of corn would reach this 
market today, and the bulls would probably 
have to look after three-quarters of a 
million bushels of contract corn in addition: 
to a half million bushels which was delivered 
to them from different sources yesterday. 


Profit for Elevator Owners. 

Most of the cash corn coming—that is, 
uch part of it as is suitable for contract 
purposes—is being taken by the elevator peo- 
ple and sold in the pit as July. It was be- 
cause of this fact that the bulls let the price 
of the current delivery fall. With the July 


price at a high level, the elevator people, it 


is claimed, would be able to dispose of their 
eash holdings to splendid advantage, and 


large. 
Following the break in July, the cash 
market became demoralized, because ele- 
vator people ceased buying. Prices for sam- 
ples ruled from 2 to 10 cents lower. 


Corn Comes from All Directions. 


Good weather has been responsible for the 
increased movement and improved grading 
of corn. The receipts have enlarged beyond 
the expectations of nearly every one in the 
trade. Most of the corn coming forward 
is said to be from Illinois, although con- 
siderable is being shipped in from east of here, 
particularly from Ohio and Indiana. 
Traders are now wondering how long the 
movement will keep up and what effect con- 
tinued large receipts will have on the July 


Bull Leaders Ship Out Corn. 

So far the bull leaders have carried on the 
cash operations as quietly as possible, but 
from local statistics it will be seen that they 
have been shipping out their cash holdings. 
For instance, local stocks as posted yester- 
day show a small decrease for the week in 
spite of liberal receipts and large quantities 
of contract corn transferred from private to 
public elevators. Again there was more than 
a million bushels inspected out of here over 
Sunday. There is little doubt that most if not 
all the corn going out is the property of the 
bull crowd. 

It is claimed by shippers that as much of it 
as possible is going by slow boats, small sall- 
ing vessels, and lake craft, in order thet it 
may not be available until after the July deal 
is ended. 

Petition for Marginal Price. 

While interest centered im the big receipts, 
there was also a good deal of talk on change 
in regard to the petition asking the direc- 
tors to establish a marginal price for 
July corn. A marginal price would prove a 
drain on the pocketbooks of the bull leaders, 
it is admitted, but it is denied te would in any 
way offset the status of the corner. 


money,” said Manager Samuel Scotten of 
Harris, Gates & Co., when asked what effect 
a marginal price would have on the market, 
but he added that he could see no reason 
for such action, as in hie opinion corn was not 
selling above its legitimate level. 

“ July oats,”’ said Mr. Scotten, are selling 
higher than corn, still there is no talk of a 
marginal price for oats.“ 


Opposition to No. 3“ Delivery. 

The proposition to make No. 3 corn deliv- 
erable on contracts, with a penalty attached, 
was not given much attention. Members as 
a rule are opposed to it, and it is not con- 
sidered likely the directors will see fit to post 
it for a ballot. 

The directors were opposed to discussing 
the. merits of the proposition because of the 
probability of their being called upon to take 
official action on it, but members talked 
freely against it. 

T. M. Baxter said: No man of any sense 
would favor such a ruling. It disturbs the 
position which the board of trade has worked 
years to acquire—that of having its con- 
tracts absolutely unassailable. Now if they 
make No. 3 corn deliverable on contracts 


and make oats or barley deliverable also?

RELIEF SHIP WINDWARD 
SETS SAIL FOR THE NORTH. 


Capt. Bartlett Says He Expects to Find

relief steamer Windward left Jersey City at 
5:25 o’clock this afternoon. About fifty per- 
sons standing on Erie railroad pier No. 2 
cheered as it warped from the dock and the 
river craft whistled as it steamed down the 
river flying the American flag and the blue 
pennant of the Peary Arctic club, bea the 
white letters P. A. C. 

Vice President F. E. Hyde and Secretary 
H. L. Bridgeman of the club remained at the 
pier the greater part of the day superintend- 
ing the loading of stores. The work was 
completed shortly before the hour of sailing. 
Capt. Bartlett took with him a professional 
compass adjuster, who will adjust the com- 
passes off Sandy Hook and return ashore 
with the pilot. : 

Then the Windward will proceed at nine 
knots an hour to Portland Me., next stopping 
at Sydney, Cape Breton, where Mrs. Peary 
and her daughter will be taken aboard, 

Gapt. Bartlett said today that he hopes to 
return within seven or eight weeks, although 
he would not be surprised if he did not get 
back for many months on account of ice. 
He believes that he will find Peary at Cape 
Sabine.

Injunction Secured by Priest Against 
Head of Lincoln, Neb., Diocese 
May Be Revoked. 


Lincoln, Neb., July 14.—Bishop Bonacum 
today appealed to the Supreme court his suit 
against Father Murphy of Seward, Neb. 
Bishop Bonacum suspended and later ex- 
communicated the priest, and the district 
court granted an injunction restraining the 
bishop from carrying the sentence into ef- 
fect on the ground that Father Murphy 
had not been convicted of a misdemeanor 
by any tribunal of the Catholic church. This 
decision of the court was on the bishop's 
suit to restrain the priest from using church 
property, which is now appealed. .

Number of Deaths Is on the Increase in 
Eighteen Towns—Natives Suffer Be- 
Sause Health Authorities Limit the 
Kinds of Food They Can Eat—Maj. 
Gardener, Governor of Tayabas

MANILA, July 14.—Thesepidemic of chol- 
era is in full sway in Pangasinan. It is now 
raging in eighteen towns in that province, 
and the number of deaths is on the increase. 
The natives are suffering considerably, part- 
ly because the health authorities have lim- 
ited the kinds of food they can eat. The 
strictest quarantine is being observed. The 
civil and military authorities will not permit 
the natives to travel unless provided with 
passports. Trade all through the province 
is crippled. 

A battalion of the Eleventh infantry has 
been sent to reinforce the troops in Minda- 
nao, who are about to take action against 
the Moros in that province. 


Maj. Gardener Ordered Home. 

Maj. Cornelius Gardener, governor of 
Tayabas province, who made charges 
against American officers and men, has been 
ordered to return to the United States. The 
court of inquiry which has been investigat- 
ing the governor’s charges is preparing its 
report. The findings will not be public 
here, but will be divulged from WaS&hington. 
Maj. Gardener has been ordered home, ard 
will probably depart July 20 on the United 
States transport Buford. 


Mail Report on Waller. 

Washington, D. C., July 14.—The incoming 
Philippine mail brings the full printed record 
of proceedings in the court martial cases of 
Maj. Lyttleton, W. T. Waller, and Lieut. 
John Horace Arthur Day of the marine 
corps, growing out of the killing of some na- 
tive bearers, or cargadores, in Samar. 

The record shows that Maj. Waller was ac- 
quitted of the charge of murder, but that 
Gen. Chaffee, declaring that there has been 
a miscarriage of justice in this case,“ disap- 
proves the finding and the acquittal, with the 
exception that while Waller should not have 
been found guilty of m er the court 
should have included a lesser offense. 

Gen. Chaffee’s indorsement is strong, and 
he declares that, with the exception of three 
who deserted, no overt acts were committed 
by the cargadores, but, on the contrary, 
“those sent to their death continued to the 
last to carry the arms and ammunition of 
the men after they were no longer able to 
bear them, and to render in their impassive 
way such services as deepens the conviction 
that, without their assistance, many of the 
marines who now survive would also have 
perished.” 


Lieut. Day Censured. 


In the case of Lieut. Day, who also was 
acquitted, Gen. Chaffee disapproves the find- 
ing to the specifications and charge of mur- 
der. He says that Lieut. Day should have 
known that his commanding officer, Maj. 
‘Waller, had for three weeks been under a 
test of mental and physical endurance such 
as few men are called upon to underge; that 
he was sick with fever, his temperature 105, 
and his body covered with painful sores. 
Day was the only officer not sick on duty, 
and in the full possession of his faculties, 
and his plain duty was to counsel delay in 
the execution of the orders to kill the natives. 
Gen. Chaffee refers to the order of Maj. 
Waller as “tainted,” and says that it 
should have prompted him (Day) to a posi- 
tive disobedience of the same.”’ 

Notwithstanding the disapproval, the two 
officers were released, as they could net be 
tried twice for the same offense.

Closes His Active Military Career Af- 
ter More than Forty Years 
in Service. 


Washington, D. C., Jaly 14.— Maj. Gen. 
Loyd Wheaton closed his active military 
career today, having reached the statutory 
retiring age of 64. The vacancy caused by 
his retirement already has been anticipated 
by the appointment of Brig. Gen. John C. 
Bates, now commanding the department of 
the Missouri at Omaha. Gen. Chaffee said 
of Gen. Wheaton: As an instance of mili- 
tary service where heart and mind have 
united in joyous endeavor for more than 
forty-one years to actively serve his coun- 
try honestly, faithfully, faultlessly, to the 
end of his allotted time, the division com- 
mander invites the attention of all officers 
and soldiers of this command to the splen- 
did record of Gen. Wheaton—conspicuous-y 
public, nothing concealed—as an example for 
all, and expresses to him personally and in the 
name of the division the wish that he may 
enjoy many years of rest, so justly deserved.” 


HOT WEATHER TO CONTINUE. 


Showers Give Temporary Relief, but 
General Conditions Bxpected 
to Last. 


There is no permanent relief from the heat 
in sight, according to the weather forecaster. 
While the rain yesterday forenoon had the 
effect of sending the temperature down dur- 
ing the middle of the day, ,t rose rapidly dur- 
ing the afternoon, until at 4 o’clock the mer- 
cury stood at 83.

Order Passed by Board. 


Then the following report was read from 
the engineering committee, and was adopted: 

“Resuming the question of the control of 
water power near Hickory creek, in the city 
of Joliet, the lands for which were procured 
by this district in the year 1898, we recom- 
mend that the chief engineer be ordered and 
directed to resume the work necessary tothe 
control of said power, which formed a part 
of the plans of the district as adopted in 
1899, and was partly executed in 1899-1900 
at a great cost to said district, and to complete 
the embankment already partly constructed, 
and to build such dam or other works as may 
be necessary for the control of said power. 

“We further recommend that the chief 
engineer be directed to proceed at once and 
execute all plans for the control of the water 
power incidentally created in the work of the 
district below the controlling works and in 
the vicinity of Lockport, and to dosuch work 
@s may be necessary to secure full control 
Of the said power, and to construct such dam 
or dams as may be necessary for this pur- 
Pose.“ |

The superintendent reported that he had 
established an annex where delirium tremens 
patients could be cared for, and that he now 
had fifteen under treatment. He had set 
aside nine rooms for the care of prisoners gent 
to him afflicted with alcoholism, had engaged 
the services of an expert physician, which 
were given him free, and the results had been 
entirely satisfactory. 

Speaking of what is being done at the John 
Worthy school, Supt. Sloan said he had ar- 
ranged with Dr. E. M. Bell, an oculist and 
Aurist, for him to make regular trips to the 
school and examine the eyes and ears of the 
inmates. Where glasses were necessary he 
supplied them, and prescribed for other 
troubles when needed. 

The College of Physicians and Surgeons has 
also detailed a physician who goes to the 
school three times a week, accompanied by 
students from the college, and examines into 
the general health of the pupils, while the 
Chicago College of Dental Surgery takes care 
of their teeth and pulls and fills them when 


. they require it. 


Grand Jury After Hanreddy.

EVIDENCE PROMISED FOR ALDER- 
MANIC INQUIRY TODAY. 


Witnesses to Appear Before the Com- 

» mittee Expected to Show Violation 
of Nearly Every Provision of the 
Building Ordinances—Mayor Harri 
gon Says Charges Against Commis- 
sioner Kiolbassa Are Due to Poli- 
ties—Inspector Price Suspended. 


Ad. Snow and Buterworth of the council 
committee appointed to investigate the 
building department promise to bring wit- 
nesses to the meeting of that body today to 
prove all sorts of remissness in duty on the 
part of Inspector Kiolbassa and his aids. 

Mayor Harrison, on the other hand, claims 
that the aldermen themselves are more to 
blame than any one else for violations of the 
building ordinances, and intimates that if 
there was not an election coming on and 
Building Inspector Kiolbassa not a candi- 
date for county treasurer on the democratic 
ticket, the republican aldermen on the com- 
mittee would not be so active. 

In the meantime Mr. Kiolbassa yesterday 
suspended Inspector Price for failure to re- 
pert the change of the use of the building in 
which Ald. Kent lost his life from a hotel to 
a hospital as required by the ordinance, and 
the civil service commission announced it 
was willing to hear any complaints against 
the conduct of the department made by any 
reputabie person, but none had been pre- 
sented. 


Will Tell of Violations. 


„The witnesses who will testify before the 
committee at tomorrow's meeting are large- 
ly volunteers and have given us testimony 
which would indicate almost every section of 
that ordinance has been violated,“ said Ald, 
Snow yesterday. Most of the complaints 
are of the manner in which the department 
has allowed apartment houses to be erected. 


In most cases the walls are thinner than the 


law requires, and in some there is an entire 
absence of fire walls and nothing but lath 
and plaster where there ought to be brick. 

The trouble seems to be that too many 
contractors are allowed to build these houses 
for speculation without being compelled to 
construct them in accordance with the ordi- 
nance. The buildings are nicely finished on 
the outside, and to look at them when com- 
pleted no one would guess how flimsy they 
are. In fact, some of them are worse than 
the World’s Fair structures, and unfortu- 
nately most of them are on the south side. 
Many of them have been bought by in- 
vestors, who are deceived by their outward 
appearance, and are occupied by tenants 
who are paying big rents for the privilege of 
living in fire traps.” 


Mayor Charges Politics. 


“There is an election coming on, and 
Building Inspector Kiolbassa is a nominee on 
the democratic ticket. It looks as if politics 
had something to do with this investigation,“ 
was the comment of Mayor Harrison. “I 
have told Kiolbassa if I were running his de- 
partment I would tell the inspectors to be as 
tight as drums. If any hardships were 
worked let the council remedy them. 

“In fact the aldermen are responsible for 
many violations of the ordinances. Hardiy 
a meeting of the council] but some order is 
passed allowing for a violation. I do not 
veto all of them, for I take it the aldermen 
know the needs of their localities, One night 
an alderman had passed an order allowing 
an eight inch wall where the department had 
stopped the work because a twelve inch wall 
was required.

~ | TALK OF GRIME. 


CONDITION OF BRACE IN CHICAGO 
UNDER INVESTIGATION. 


Monroe N. Werk Declares His People 


Are No Woree than Whites, Consid- 


ering Disadvantages Under Which 
They Have Been Placed—Home Con- 
ditions Discussed at Afternoon Ses- 
sion of Conference — Women Club 
Members Present Papers. ‘ 


“While statistics demonstrated that the 
percentage of crime among negroes is much 
larger than among whites, they do not prove 
that the negro is more of a criminal than 
his white brother, declared Monroe N. 
Work of the University of Chicago at last 
night’s session of the conference which is 
making an inquiry into the condition of the 
negroes of Chicago. 

The negroes represent not more than 2 
per cent of the city’s population,” Mr. Work 
continued; “and, although the facts go to 
show that 9 per cent of the criminals are 
negroes, there are several important things 
to remember in this connection. It is an 
admitted fact that the countries that are 
making the most progress are those that 
also have the greatest percentage of crimi- 
nality. Another fact is that the laws are 
made by the higher strata of society, and it 
is the lower that is usually caught trans- 
gressing them. As the majority of our peo- 
ple, because of their comparative youth as 
a part of the nation, belong to that stratum 
they make a worse showing.” 

The general subject of crime formed the 
topic ot all the discussion at last night's ses- 
sion of the conference, which is being held 
at the Institutional church, 3825 Dearborn 
street. Formal organization was effected 
in the morning by the election. of. the Rev. 
R. C. Ransom as presiding officer, and W. 
HI. A. Moore as secretary. A good attend- 
ance marked both the afternoon and even- 
ing sessions, among those attending being 
many students of sociology.. 

Following the paper by Mr. Work, a dis- 
cussion of “juvenile delinquency” was 
opened by Mrs. E. McDonald, a probation offi- 
cer of the juvenile court. Mrs. McDonald's 
paper brought out a warm argument as to 
whether partiality in the courts did not have 
something to do with the high percentage 
of criminality among the negroes. 

“There is one truth that, however disagree- 
able, I must state, said the Rev. Mr. Ran- 
som. The thing that hurts us most in 
the eyés of the whites is not any great crime, 
but mere petty plifering. That has been 
told me by our white friends. in 
Chicago.“ 


Disouss Conditions. 


The subject of discussion at the afternoon 
session was Home Conditions and their 
relation to women’s clubs. Mrs. R. C. Rau- 
som presented a report of personal investiga- 
tions of the conditions in the homes of ne- 
gzroes residing in the vicinity of the Institu- 
tional church and settlement. She consid- 
ered the ground chosen for investigation as 
typical of the city. Her conclusions were 
that a majority of families were not édu- 
cated, that their reading was limited, that 
most families were connected with the same 
church, and that a great proportion of fam- 
ilies were too poor to send their children to 
school. These conditions, Mrs.. Ransom 
stated, emphasized the necessity for night 
schools and kindergartens for negro chil- 
dren. 

Mrs. Josie B. Evans presented a subreport 
to the one given by Mrs. Ransom, entitled 
The Children of Working Mothers.“ 


Speaks of Women’s Clubs. 

The chief speaker at the afternoon session 
was Mrs. L. A. Davi, national organizer of 
the federation of colored women’s clubs, Who 
spoke of the importance of such work every 
place, and asked for suggestions on the ways 
of making that work interesting. She said 
that at present many women held themselves 
aloof from their sisters, not understanding 
of what help women can be in elevating the 
race. 

The question was asked of Mrs. Davi 
whether it was not true that educated colored 
women were in the habit of looking down on 
their ignorant sisters and thus excluding 
them from the clubs. Many of the women 
present, notably Mrs. Lewis of the Institu- 
tional club, denied that this situation pre- 
vailed, and asserted that, on the contrary, it 
was the uneducated element * had to 
be catered to. 


Conference Continues Today. 

The conference will continue today and to- 
morrow, the topic for this afternoon's ses- 
sion being Social Betterment.”’ It will be 
opened with an address on “ Sanitation and 
Health by Dr. George C. Hall, the discus- 
sion to be led by Dr. Joseph Jeffreys. Mrs.

TO CINCINNATI. 


Boston Capitalists Furnishing 
Money to Supply Con- 
Lint 


WILL BE SHORTEST LINE. 


Pennsylvania to Pay ‘Rebate 
When Twentieth Century 
Train Is Late. 


Another Chicago-Cincinnati railrcad will 
be opened for business within the next year. 
It will be f ed by the consolidation of a 
number of HN roads and the construction 
of a few eonnecting links which are now 
being built. A Chicago terminal will be se- 


cured over one of the belt lines entering the 


city. 

The Cincinnati, Indiana and Western rail- 
road is being extended from Cottage Grove 
into Cincinnati, a distance of forty miles. 
The extension will be completed by Jan. 1. 
Twelve crews are now at work. The road 
is the south end of the Cincinnat?, Rich- 
mond and Muncie, and after the comiple- 
tion of the extension the two will de con- 
solidated under a new name. 

The Cincinnati, Richmond and Muncie is 
now in operation from North Judson, Ind., 
where connection is made with the Chicago 
and Erie to Cottage Grove, where connec- 
tion is made with the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton. The Cincinnati, Richmond and 
Muncie has In operation 168 miles of road. 
Another stretch of fifty miles from the pres- 
ent northern terminus at North Judson to 
Hammond, Ind., is mow under construction. 

When completed and opened for business 
the road will be the, shortest line to Cincin- 
nati by fifteen miles. The promoters of the 
new road are W. A. Bradford and H. A. 
Cristy. The money for construction is tur- 
mished by Boston partles 


Rebate if Train Is Late. ; 
The Pennsylvania railroad feels so secure 
that the new twenty-hour train between 
Chicago and New York can be run on sched- 
ule time that’ it has announced ft will grant 
a rebate to passengers when the train is late. 
An agreement entered into between the 
trunk lines and the railroads fixed twenty- 
eight hours as the standard time between 
Chicago and New York. Any regular train 
making the run in less time is required to 
charge $1 for every hour less than the time 
agreed upon. The new Pennsylvania special 
makes the run in twenty hours, and under 
the agreement charges $8 above the regular 
fare, or $4 more than the fare on the limited. 
Under the new rule, if the special is late 
two hours a refund of will be made to each 
passenger; if three hours, $8 will be refunded. 
If the train is more than four hours late 
a refund of only $4 will be given, to prevent 
a cutting of the rate on t limited trains. 


Double Track for Grand Trunk. 


The Grand Trunk is buying a right of way 
through northern Indiana counties in order 
to begin the construction of a double track 
along that part of its line. The work of 
construction is under way in some parts of 
the state at the present time. 


Big Four Races with Lake Shore. 


A race between the Big Four and the Lake 
Shore trains is a daſty occurrence between 
Elkhart and Goshen, Ind. The tracks of the 
two roads run side by side between the two 
points. The Big Four train due in Indianap- 
olis at 8:15 in the evening pulls out of Ak- 
hart every evening about the same time the 
twentieth century limited of the Loke Shore 
leaves that station. As there are no stops 
between the two cities the race has become 
a daily event. Honors between the twoitrains 
thus far are even. | 


Appointments of General Officers. 

Richard A. Jackson of Richmond, Ind., has 
just been appointed general attorney for the 
Rock Island system. He succeeds to the 
place made vacant by the promotion of Rob- 
ert Mather to the position of general counsel. , 
Mr. Jackson. has long been President W. B. 
Leeds’ Indiana counsel, and his appointment 
to the new place is regarded as only natural 
since the change in the management ot the 
road. His office will be in Chicago, where 
he will reside,

Mr. Spafard formerly 
occupied the same position with the Bur- 
lington, Cedar Rapids and Northern. 

H. F. White, chief engineer of the Burling- 
ton, Cedar Rapids and Northern, has been 
appointed engineer of maintenance of way 
for the Rock Island. 


Low Rate for Harvest Hands. 

The roads north and west of St. Paul have 
announced a one way rate of $5 to points in 
Minnesota and North Dakota for the benefit 
of harvest hands.

THE DEPARTING CHINESE MINISTER. 
The pews of the appointment of the suc- 
cessor of Wu Ting Fang removes all doubt 
as to the termination of the service of that 
excellent diplomat in this country. It was 
thought for a long time that his selection 
as a member of the board to codify such 
European and American laws as were 
adapted to the Chinese situation might not 
Mecessitate his departure from Washing- 
ton. The report of Mr. Wu’s appointment 
to the board was one of the first indications 
that the dowager empress of China had 
abandoned her reactionary policy and after 
years of opposition to the introduction of 
foreign ideas into China had determined 
to take the lead in the work which she 
had opposed. The fitness of the Chinese 
minister to the United States for a place 
on the board was recognized at once. 
Minister Wu will be succeeded by Liang 
Chen Tung, a Harvard man, who spent 
about fifteen years studying in this country. 
Liang Chen Tung has been acting as the 
secretary of the Chinese coronation embassy 
in London and has served in the legation at 
Washington as interpreter. Mr. Wu says 
that he is a man of ability. The chief ob- 
jeet of the present Chinese minister has 
apparently been to persuade the people 
of the United States that China is entitled 
‘to consideration as a civilized country. 
By his urbanity and his wit he was able 
to become intimate with American states- 
men to a degree unprecedented in the his- 
tory of oriental diplomats at Washington 


ahd by his appreciation of the American 


point of view to command consideration 
for his opinions on the many occasions when 
he has delivered speeches and addresses. 
Liang Chen Tung has the advantage of 
an American education. if he serves his 
country as intelligently and successfully as 


Wu Ting Fang his country will have rea- 


son to be grateful and the world will have 
to amend its opinion of Chinese diplomacy. 


THE RECALL OF ADNA R. CHAFFEE. 

The order of the secretary of war recall- 
ing Gen. Chaffee from Manila and detailing 
Gen. Davis to the command of the division 
of the Philippines after Sept. 1 closes the 
story of the insurrection. It was begun 
under Gen. Otis and broken under Gen. Mac- 
Arthur, with what credit to those officers 
posterity must decide. Chaffee was ordered 
to the Philippines to stamp out the guerrilla 
bands which infested the archipelago. He 
comprehended the nature of the task before 
him and, with the energy which character- 
ized his conduct of the operations under his 
command at Santiago and in China, he per- 
formed it. 

The relations between the civil and mili- 
tary authorities when Gen. Chaffee took 
command in the Philippines were peculiarly 
dificult. In the course of the transfer of the 
administration power was divided. The fric- 
tion which had already existed might have 
increased; it diminished. The army, which 
had suffered from long campaigning in the 
tropics, responded at once to the inspiration 
of Chaffee’s command. There wasa marked 


- revival of enthusiasm. The war is over, and 
the man who pushed it to its logical conclu- 


sion has been appointed to the most impor- 
tant command in the United States, next to 
that of the lieutenant general of the army. 
This is the only possible recognition of his 
services which the president and secretary 
of war can give at this time, but further 


- honors may be in store for him. 


The fighting is over and the fighter has 
been recalled. Gen. Davis has had almost 
no opportunity to show his military abilities, 
but he has abundantly proved that he is an 
organizer of the highest capacity. As gov- 
ernor of Porto Rico and afterward as pro- 
yost marsha! and military governor of Ma- 


# 


nila he served his country with distinetion. 
The selection of Gen. Davis for the com- 
mand of the division confirms the reason for 
the recall of Gen. Chaffee. The military 
work in the Philippines for the next year or 
so will be the organization of the American 
troops and the now considerable native 
force into garrisons in a manner to perform 
most effectually the duties of an army of 
occupation with the least possible discom- 
fort to the white regiments. 


; THE STRIKE GOES ON. 

The strike of the freight handlers is to 
goon, The trade of the city is to be vexed 
perhaps for several days. There are to be 
no shipments or deliveries of freight and 
attempts to handle it will lead to fighting. 
The railroad managers, the freight handlers, 
and the teamsters may be able to extract 
some comfort from the situation. The gen- 
eral public cannot, least of all the men 
and women who are fearing an advance 
in the price of some foodstuffs. 

No one thanks the freight handlers for 
stirring up such a commotion. Every sensi- 
ble person disapproves of the course of 
the teamsters in thrusting themselves into 
a quarrel that was not their own—and 
breaking faith in doing it. But the posi- 
tion of the railroad managers is not satis- 
factory. They point to the conduct of the 
teamsters and ask “ what assurance have 
we that the freight handlers will live up to 
their agreement if one were made? There 
are unions which have lived up to their 
agreements far better than railroads have 
lived up to agreements among themselves. 
The freight handlers should be given the 


doing so the interests of the public will be 
conserved. It is a grave mistake to assume 
that the people with whom one has to d 
necessarily cannot be trusted. : 

It is to be feared that the railroad man- 
agers are not so much impressed by the 
flighty conduct of the teamsters as they 
are by the fact that the cent or a half a 
cent an hour which they and the freight 
handlers have been wrangling over will 
amount in the aggregate to a large sum. 
That sum will not equal their losses, let 
alone the losses, of the shippers. 

When railroad managers say “ we have 
men to do our work and it is up to the 
shippers to get their freight to the depots 
if they want it handled,” they seek to be 
funny at the expense of the luckless ship- 
pers. They know the teamsters will do 
nothing while the freight handlers are out. 
When the roads make terms with them 
the teamsters will return to work and 
freight will move. It is for the railroad 
managers to manifest a more conciliatory 
disposition and not stand on their dignity 
or indulge in useless moralizing about the 
evil behavior of the teamsters. If the roads 
are not conciliatory in the end the freight 
handlers will be beaten no doubt, but at 
what a cost? 


A NASTY CROSS-EXAMINATION. 

The commissioner of immigration at New 
York has stirred up trouble among the first 
and second cabin passengers of the trans- 
atlantic liners by enforcing the provisions of 
the immigration law of 1883. The law 
makes no difference between aliens, whether 
they be steerage or first cabin passengers. 
All must answer questions designed to dis- 
cover if they are persons who are fit to land 
on these shores. Some of the passengers 
consider the questions impertinent and even 
insulting. Commissioner Williams says 
that if tact is used in putting them no offense 
need be given. It may be that a diplomat 
of distinguished suavity, or the commission- 
er himself, could ask a matron of obvious 
respectability and means if she had ever 
been in a poorhouse, if she were a polyga- 
mist, a cripple, or illiterate, black or white. 
Tue Trisune thinks they would be bold 
men, even if gifted with disarming polite- 
ness, who would put such questions under 
such circumstances. They might say it was 
a matter of form.” The interrégated ones 
would feel it was exceedingly bad form. 

It is customary for Americans to rail at 
the police census of Germany or Austria, 
which compels the filling out of a blank coy- 
ering half a dozen questions in each hotel 
at which onestops. They call it an infringe- 
ment of personal liberty to ask travelers to 
register in greater detail than in American 
hotels. The law in Germany is designed to 
assist the police in the location of criminals, 
but doubtless the enforcement of the law on 
every harmless globe trotter is an infringe- 
ment of personal liberty. No one has said 
that any ill resulted from the exemption of 
the first and second cabin passengers from 
the law of 1883. The law intends that no 
indigent person unable to make an honest 
living, no criminal, or contract laborer shall 
be admitted to the United States. First and 
second cabin passengers afe not indigent. 
If they are criminal their coming is heralded 
by cable. They do not come within the 
scope of the contract labor law. It may be 
that Commissioner Williams’ conscience 
will not permit him to follow the custom 
which has existed since the passage of the 
law. In that event the passengers will be 
annoyed, because the proportion of philos- 
ophers who will smilingly submit to a lot of 
questions as to their morality, education, 
and ability to pay their debts, and as to 
whether they are deformed or polygamous, 
is small among ocean travelers. — : 


LORD SALISBURY’S RESIGNATION 

Lord Salisbury’s name must be added to 
the list of men who have voluntarily surren- 
dered high office and great power. Most 
men are pathetically reluctant to give them 
up. They fail to realize that “ wisdom’s tri- 
umph is well timed retreat.” The premier- 
ship is the greatest prize the Englishman in 
public life can hope to win. He who secures 
it is more fortunate than an American pres- 
ident un that he does not have to retire at 
the end of a specified time. As long as the 
party to which a prime minister belongs 
stays in power he can remain in office. No 
time limit deprives the country of his 
services. | 

Lord Salisbury is aging. His capacity 
for work is decreasing. He is ceasing to 
take an interest in affairs. The Boer war 
is at an end. The party which Lord Salis- 
bury has led so long will not be demoralized 
by his retiring. He appears to have chosen 
an opportune moment for ridding himself 
of the cares of state. 

American and English interests touch or 
clash at so many points that the personality 
of the man who is the working chief of the 
British government is a matter to which 
Americans are not indifferent. Lord Salis- 
bury’s party is not the popular party with 
Americans. He himself is understood to 
have cherished a passive dislike of America. 
But there is no occasion for the people of 
this country to feel gratified at his resigna- 
tion. All things considered, they have no 
reason to complain of his administration. 
The American government won a signal vic- 
tory over him when it forced him to recede 
in the Venezuela controversy. That was a 
fair offset for his success in the controversy 
over the seals. 

Mr. A. J. Balfour becomes premier. The 
American government will be as well able 


to get along with the nephew as with the 


benefit of the dowbt, especially when by 


uncle. .The latter is the abler man of the 
two—a.man of ability and a born ruler. 
Whether Mr. Balfour will be more of a suc- 
cess as a leader of his party than Lord Rose- 
bery was of his is a question. If ability 
alone determined the choice of a leader Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain would be Lord Salis- 
bury's successor. He has a force and deter- 
mination which Mr. Balfour does not seem 
to have. Americans who understand how 
expediency has to be consulted in the selec- 
tion of presidential nominees will perceive 


how expediency has been consulted in the 


choice of the new premier. Mr. Chamber- 
lain has made more enemies than Mr. Bal- 
four. He has been guilty at times of blazing 
indiscretions. So another and a younger 
man takes the place. 

But while Mr. Chamberlain is not to be 
premier, his influence in the cabinet bids 
fair to increase. The resignation of Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach, the chancellor of the 
exchequer, removes from the cabinet a man 
whose views concerning an imperial zoll- 
verein are not so advanced as those of Mr. 
Chamberlain.’ The latter may be the ruling 
spirit in the new administration though not 
its ostensible leader. 


THE RUSSIAN sTUDENTS. ° 

The imperial rescript issued by the czar 
on the subject of education contains many 
admirable sentiments. What could be bet- 
ter calculated to appeal to one’s sense of 
proportion than the aggtement that first 
of all. I reiterate my requirement that 
simultaneously with intellectual instruc- 
tion the students in school are to receive 
moral and spiritual instruction?’ Here is 
ground from which no one will dare to re- 
cede. The moral and spiritual development 
of a people is as important as any other 
part of their life. Conduct,” Matthew 
Arnold was never tired of saying, “ con- 
duct is foug-fifths of the whole.” It is 
conduct that the czar is bent upon foster- 
ing and encouraging. There must be at- 
tention paid to the “subjective require- 
ments of the student, to his conscience, 
to his feelings of duty, to the respect he 
ought to have for his elders, to his gen- 
eral moral discipline. Similar demands 
have been made lately in this country by 
prominent Catholic priests and laymen. 

The secularization of education in the 
United States has seemed to them to con- 
stitute a national danger. Nor are they 
alone in this opinion. Many other people, 
not Catholics, have come to feel that the 
American public school is weak in its 
ethical side and that since ecclesiastical] 
instruction is out of the question, perhaps 
a training in those principles of morality 
which ate found in all religions might with 
propriety be introduced. This is the plan 
they follow in Japan. It is not Shintoism 
that is taught there, nor Buddhism, but 
“Bushido,” the science of right and 
wrong. 

In Russia, however, it is not the difference 
between right and wrong so much as the 
difference between acquiescence and dis- 
content. The young Russian is to be taught 
the virtues of loyalty and obedience, He 
is to cease from his demonstrations and 
to devote himself tothe service of the em- 
pire under the direction of the emperor. 
His associations are to be treated as that 
association of German students, the 
Burschenschaft, was treated in the 208 
when the policy of Prince Metternich 
was powerful in Europe and when obedi- 
ence to existing governments was regard- 
ed by the holy alliance as the most convinc- 
ing proof of a Christian spirit. In fact, 
the .condition of the Russian universities 
now is much like the condition in which 
the German universities were then. There 
‘are the same unrest, the same spasmodic 
evidences of that unrest, the same aspira- 
tions after freedom, the same want of cbn- 
stitutional machinery by means of which 
those aspirations might be forced upon the 
government, and, therefore, the same ap- 
parent futility of riot and disorder. In 
Germany the assassination of Kotzebue, in 
Russia the assassination of Sipiaguine 
pointed the same moral. They meant a 
passion gratified on the part of the stu- 
dents and an advantage secured on the 
part of the authorities. When the Ger- 
man revolution came, however, in 1848, 
student sentiment bore fruit. The same 
thing may happen in Russia, despite oil- 
on-the-water proclamations, which are per- 
haps a little bit too oily to be convincing. 


THE MINERS’ CONVENTION. 

Day after tomorrow the miners’ con- 
vention will meet at Indianapolis. It will 
be an important convention, for it can 
act as well as resolve. A political conven- 
tion, state or nationgl, announces policies 
and selects candidates. It is for the voters 
to accept or reject them. The delegates 
to the miners’ convention will legislate. 
They will enunciate a policy which their 
constituents presumably will carry out. 

The issues of peace and war are in the 
hands of the delegates who are to meet 
on Thursday. They can order a general 
suspension of work in the bituminous dis- 


tricts. Such an order will be obeyed with- | 


out question where the miners are not 
working under agreements with mine own- 
ers. It is possible that it will be obeyed in 
districts where there are agreements. A 
general suspension of work will play havoc 
with American industry. A partial sus- 
pension will be a misfortune for the dis- 
tricts affected by it. 

Probably there will be a livély contest 
in the convention. The policy of a gen- 
eral stoppage of work will have warm ad- 
vocates and opponents. There are men 
prominent in the ranks of the organization 
who are opposed to a policy of foul play 
—which a breach of contracts would be. 
It is understood that President Mitchell 
is one of them. Sometimes conservative 
officers have no influence with the men they 
are supposed to lead—as in the case of 
the teamsters. On other occasions they 
have influence enough to turn the scales 
in favor of wise action. It is to be hoped 
that the Indianapolis convention will be 
one of these occasions. 

If the convention does not order a stop- 
page of work it can order the raising of a 
fund for the support of the anthracite 
miners. There is talk of raising $500,000 
for the purpose. If men who are at work 
choose to support men who are not at work 
that is their affair. If the soft coal miners, 
who are far from affluent, assess themselves 
to aid their comrades, who shall reproach 
them? 

It has been the hope of the anthracite 
mine owners that the stress of urgent need 
would end the strike by driving the miners 
back to the mines. If the wants of the 
strikers are supplied the settlement of the 
strike by the surrender of the miners will 
be postponed. Meanwhile, the pressure of 
consumers upon mine owners to reopen the 


mines will increase in force. The longer 


the confederated owners delay the stronger 
will be the demand that suit be begun by 
the genera! government against a monopoly 
which controls the output of ‘a valuable 
natural product the people need but are 
not allowed to have. As it is the duty of 
railroads to keep running, so is it the duty 


keep consumers supplied with their cus- 


tomary stock of that fuel. 


Of late several statements calculated to 
grate on the feelings of foreign governments 
or peoples, made by Americans occupying 
responsible positions, have somehow 
made their way into print.” The Italian 
government was ruffled by the publication 
of Admiral Crowninshield’s reflection on 
Italian judicial methods in the case of the 
navy officers who got into trouble at 
Venice. The Canadian authorities can- 
not be pleased with the statement of the 
representative of the department of jus- 
tice concerning the application for the ex- 
tradition of Gaynor and Greene—a state- 
ment which never should have appeared 
in print: The Cubans cannot be supposed 
to be delighted with Consul General Bragg’s 
remark that “ Uncle Sam might as well 
try to make a whistle out of a pig’s tail 
as to try to do anything with these people.” 

The comments on Italian and Canadian 
justice and the Cuban people may be true, 
but when made by American: officials they 
are calculated to give offense and make 
mischief. There has been no official ex- 
planation as yet how Admiral Crownin- 
shield’s report me public. It is under- 
stood that the representative of the depart- 
ment of justice gave to the press his views 
concerning the Gaynor-Greene case of his 
own motion without the consent of the 
department. If so, he has been painfully 
tactless and indiscreet and deserves a good 
wigging. 

As for Gen. Bragg, he says the publication 
of his letter was wholly unwarranted.” 
He is not the first American to suffer 
through an imprudent letter. The shrewd 
public man never puts in a private letter 
anything which would not look well in print. 

Gen. Bragg’s letter does not look well in 
print. If a foreign consul were to express 
himself in a similar fashion about the 
people of this country they would think him 
highly censurable. It is a peculiarity of 


‘many Americans that they believe they 


have the right to criticise others, but are 


offended when others criticise them. * 


THE ALASKAN INVESTMENT. . 

When the congress of the United States 
voted to pay $7,000,000 to Russia for the 
barren waste of Alaska no one expected 
that there would be any financial return on 
the money invested. The purchase was 
made as an expression of friendship for the 
only power which had been favorably dis- 
posed toward the union states throughout 
the civil war. For years the great waste 
lay idle. No man thought it worth while to 
explore its barren and frozen valleys. 

When the news of the discovery of gold 
reached the Pacific coast of the United 
States the world was astonished. Nowitis 
learned that south of Kenai two great coal 
fields have been found. Their value to the 
country will be double that of the gold fields 
if the reports of their extent and the quan- 
tity of the coal have not been wonderfully 
exaggerated. They are nearer the line of 
transpacific travel than any other fields, be- 
ing only twenty miles from the ‘northern 
steamer route. They are nearer Japan, the 
Chinese ports, the Philippines, and other coal 
hungry places of the far east than any mines 
except those from which the wretched Jap- 
anese lignite is dug. Hawaii can be better 
supplied with coal for its sugar factories 
from Kenai than from Tacoma or Seattle. 
If it be true that good coal has been found in 
the Philippines—and there is reason to be- 
lieve so—the Pacific will be girdled with 
American coaling stations fed from Ameri- 
can mines at either end of the trade route. 
The scientific magazines have been discus- 
sing the matter carefully. The last numbers 
of the Engineering magazine and the Nation- 
al Geographical magazine have articles on 
the subject. In the Engineering magazine 
Mr. Harrington Emerson ascribes Great 
Britain’s maritime supremacy to her coal 
mines. EX\ven if the Atlantic remains for 
years dominated by British shipping the 
time is not far off when the United States 
will dominate the shipping of the Pacific, 
largely through the position of the Alaskan 
coal fields. The United States is reaping 
the reward of its demonstration of friend- 
ship over thirty years ago in paying Russia 
what seemed a large price for supposedly 
worthless territory.

The cicadas, to which the subjects of THe 

TRIBUNE nature study for today belong, are 
of the order hemiptera (hemi, half, and 
pteron, wing), of the class of anthropoda, and 
the family cicadide, and are found in all 
parts of the world, mostly in tropical 
and subtropical climes, however. They 
do not undergo complete metamorphosis, 
as does the butterfly. The female de- 
posits her nest eggs, usually 500 for 
each female, in slits which she cuts in 
the trunk of a tree. It is estimated that but 
two of these 500 eggs come to maturity. In 
about six weeks the eggs hatch out, and the 
young, called nymph, descend to the ground, 
where they bore into the soil and attack the 
roots of trees, chiefly the oak, but some- 
times the apple, and live by sucking the sap 
of the tree. 
After an underground existence of from 
two to seventeen years, according to the 
species, the ‘“‘nymph”’ comes to the sur- 
face, attaches ftself to a tree trunk, and 
presently changes into a full winged, ma- 
ture cicada. 

‘The seventeen year locust, which is not a 
locust at all (cicada septemdecim), remains 
underground for seventeen years in the 
northern part of the United States and thir- 
teen years in the southern states. There 
are twenty-two groups of these insects, 


} which are kept track of by the interior de- 


partment of the United States government in 
order to warn farmers of the times and 
places they may be expected to put in an 
appearance. While not destructive to crops, 
they injure young trees by cutting into them 
to deposit their eggs. . 

They are now seldom seen in or near cities 


where the English sparrow ts found, as this 


bird, apparently usel in most things, 
seems to have a special appetite for cicada 
eggs. 

The dog day harvest fly (cicada tibicens) is 
well known in the United States. 

The cicadas are noted for the shrill, drum- 
like noise they make, which can be heard in 
summer, particularly about noon, when they 
are accustomed to fly. The noise is made by 
a drum-like structure on the under side of 
the insect, shaped like a saucer, the convex 
side up. The vibration is caused by the in- 
sect making the drum first convex, then 
concave, much as a boy will push the bottom 
of a tin pan “in and out.” The rapidity of 
the vibration makes the noise shrill and 
powerful, often deafening when several in- 
sects combine, and it is claimed can be heard 
for a mile. The species pictured in today’s 
study is the cicada speciosa, called the giant 
cicada of India, and is said to be one of the 
most striking, if not the most magnificent 
and largest of the family. 

A single specimen was discovered in Ben- 
gal by Mr. Fichtel in 1888. It is now in the 
collection of the emperor of Austria in the 
imperial cabinet at Vienna. The first known 


to selence were described by Illiger in 1800. 


The two specimens in the study are from the 
collection of Mr. W. L. Brind of 4101 Grand 
boulevard, Chicago, and were caught near 
Padang, Sumatra, if 1900. The reproduc- 
tions are life size.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY 


Copyright, 1902, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. 


HERE is a little bit of secret history 
which serves to explain how it is that 
President Loubet came to pay a visit 
to the court of Copenhagen in spite of 
the persistent manner in which old 

King Christian has boycotted France ever 
since his accession to the throne near forty 
years ago, never once having set his foot on 
French soil since that time. 

It seems that just before President Loubet 
left Paris for St. Petersburg he received a 
call from the crown prince of Denmark, who 
was passing through the French capital, and 
who during the course of the conversation 
remarked: Tou know that the president of 
the French republic owes our court a visit.“ 
Loubet looked mystified, as, remembering 
that King Christian had never been in 

„ he could not understand how the 
French executive could be in any way in the 
debt, socially speaking, of the Danish court. 

And.then the crown prince went on to ex- 
plain a queer contretemps which took place 
in 1897, and which has remained until now 
unrecorded. It seeme that when the late 
President Faure was on his way back from 
St. Petersburg the battleship on which he, 
was making the voyage was compelled, with 
the escorting cruisers, to pass along a por- 
tion of the Danish coast, in fuli view thereof, 
and within a few miles distance of Copen- 
hagen 


As soon as King Christian heard that the 
French squadron was in sight of his capital 
he went on board his yacht and steamed out 
towards the battleship, signaling by means 
of bunting that he wished to go on board the 
man-of-war and to greet the president. The 
officers on board the French ships for some 
reason or other did not understand the Dan- 
ish signals, and, while recognizing by means 
of the Danish standard that the king was on 
board the yacht, had no idea that he wished 
to come on board, and so merely fired the 
necessary royal salute and passed on and out 
of sight without stopping, leaving the king 
to return to land mortified, 8 

Realizing, however, that the action of the 
French ships was due to a misreading of the 
Danish signals, he decided to say nothing 
further about the matter and to make no, 
communication to the French authorities 
about the affair. His family, however, were 
aware that he felt bad. holding that he had 
been placed in a ridiculous light, and it was 
for the purpose of making up for this and 
for effacing from the old monarch’s mind 
the memory of the 1897 incident that his son, 
the crown prince, induced President Loubet 
to call at Copenhagen on his way home from 
St. Petersburg. 

The presidential visit to Copenhagen 
proved a great success in every respect, and 
the two old men—namely: the king and the 
president, each of them advanced in years, 
hit it off splendidly together. | 


Reference has been made in some of the 
dispatches to the fact that King Edward 
has been suffering from much the same mal- 
ady as that to which Gambetta succumbed. 
This, as well as the fact that Gambetta’s son 
by Mme. Leon, is now in this country on a 
visit, renders it timely to set at rest that 
popular myth according to which Gambetta 
died of a wound inflicted accidentally by the 
mother of his boy. 

The fact of the matter was that Gambetta 
injured himself slightly in the fleshy part 
of the hand while cleaning the revolver with 
which he had been shooting at a target in the 
garden at his house in the suburbe of Paris. 
The injury caused his hand to fester in such 
a manner as to require medical treatment, 
including the application of a lancet, and 
confinement to the house for a few days. He 
had completely recovered from this, when he 
was seized with appendicitis, which carried 
him off in such short order that even his 
friends, who were aware that he had sus- 
tained an injury from his revolver, became 
convinced that it was to this injury that he 
had succumbed. It was appendicitis, there- 
fore, which was the cause of his death, and 
in no sense of the word any revolver wound, 
either self-inflicted, or, as generally believed, 
received at the hands of Mme. Leon, who has 
always remained silent about the matter, 
because, with that same spirit of delicacy 
which led her to decline to marry Gambetta 
during his lifetime lest she should mar his 
political future, she was unwilling to call 
public attention to a hidden chapter of ro- 
mance in the later life of France’s great 

The new British commander-in-chief in 
south Africa, Maj. Gen. the Hon. Neville 
Lyttleton, is one ot the most popular men 
in the army, and when at the war office as 
assistant adjutant general used always to 
get a species of double salute from the mes- 
sengers—veterans, ail of them—on duty. 
there, one being given, as they explained it, 
because they were obliged to, and the other 
because of the kindly and courteous manner 
in which he never failed to acknowledge 
their tribute of respect. He was in the Eton 
eleven, and would have been as fine a crick- 
eter as any of the family had the exigencies 
of the service allowed him opportunities. 

The Lyttletons are perhaps the most fa- 
mous family in the history of English cricket, 
and I do not believe that there is a single 
other house in the whole of the British aris- 
tocracy which has achieved such world-wide 
fame in connection with Anglo-Saxon sports. 
Of Gen. Lyttleton’s eight brothers, no less 
than four have figured in the Cambridge uni- 
versity cricket eleven. Seven of the Lyt- 
tletons have been included in the Eton 
eleven, while at football, athletics, racquets, 
golf, skating, and especially in court tennis, 
the family ts equally supreme. 

Gen. eton is a nephew of the late Mr. 
Gladstone. His father, the late Lord Lyt- 
tleton, was one of the closest friends of that 
famous statesman, and at the same time 


Miss Glynne the late Lord Lyttleton was ac- 
cepted by her sister. A few months later 
both marriages were celebrated in the same 
church and on the same day. 

The general is one of the few men who 
has emerged with increased reputation from 
the war in south Africa, and to him is due 
the crushing of the alarming rebellion in the 
north of Cape Colony, which broke out short- 
ly after the return of Lord Roberts to Eng- 
land: He is a particular favorite of Lord 
Kitchener, and it is on the latter’s strong 
recommendation that he has been appointed 
to succeed him as the commander-in-chief 
of the large army which it is proposed to re- 
tain in south Africa for a number of years 


to come. 
The young king of Spain has just signed 


a decree limiting to eight hours the working

MORE POPILS IN SCHOOLS. 


IN SPITE OF DECREASE IN CENSUS 
ENROLLMENT IS GREATER. 


During the Year Just Closed 268,302 
‘Children Were in the Various City 
Grades—Daily Attendance Is Also 
Larger, Being 93.9 Per Cent of the 
Membership — Wide Interest in 
Drawing and Vocal Musie—Cookin 
and Sewing Classes. | 


Despite the fact that the recent school 
census shows a decrease from the 
school population shown by the census of 
two years ago, the report of the actual en- 
rollment of pupils in the schools during the 
last year now in the hands of Supt. 
Cooley, shows a generous increase over the 
attendance of the year 1900-'01, and that again 
shows a large increase over the attendance 
of the previous year. The statistics furnished 
the superintendent by the district superin- 
tendents show 268,892 pupils were enrolled 
M the year, of which 188,451 were boys 
and 134,941 were girls. The total enrollment 
of the previous year was 262,738, showing an 
increase in the year just past of 5,654. The 
records show that the increase over two 
years ago in enrollment ie 12,531. 

Of this enrollment the membership at the 
close of the year was 216,910, showing that 
51,482 pupils had dropped out of the schools 
for various reasons. This membership was 
among the school divisions as 

ollows: 


, 4,621; schools for 
deaf, 164. Theeverage daily membership 
for the school year was 225,067.9, as against 
an average daily membership for the previous 
year of 221,511. 

Constantly Varying Membership. 

The school membership is constantly chang- 
ing throughout the year. Any pupil who is 
out of school three days in succession loses 
his membership until such time as he returns. 
The membership therefore is in constantly 
varying ratio to the enrollment of pupils in 
the schools. The average daily attendance 
for the year was 211,268, which is 93.9 per 
cent to the daily membership. 

The report also shows the accommodations 
afforded those pupils in the way of rooms 
and teachers, and these also show improve- 
ment over the previous year. During the last 
year the city owned 4,546 schoolrooms and 
rented a mber of others, as against 4,449 
rooms owned and 346 rented in the preceding 
year. The rooms owned by the city have a 
total seating capacity in study rooms of 
230,407, as against a total seating capacity 
of all school room in the year 1900-01 of 225, - 
336 seats. In addition to the study room 


day divisions were accommodated in 4,362 
schoolrooms and half day divisions in 245 
rooms. The kindergartens occupied eighty- 


nine rooms. 5 
More Work for Zach Teacher. 

The increasing of the size of the classes 
in the schoolrooms and the closing of a num- 
ber of rented rooms had the effect of con- 
tracting the teaching force and requiring the 
individual teachers to do more work. The 
actual decrease in the number of teachers 
in the schools last year from the corps of 
the preceding year is 176. In considering the 
increase in attendance and in the number 
of schoolrooms owned by the board, the rela- 
tive decrease is still greater. The number 
of teachers, including principals, kinder- 
garten, and German teachers in the year just 
past was 5,775, and this number will be 
further contracted next year because of 
Supt. Cooley's plan of increasing the attend- 
ance in the rooms. 

The popularity of the various special 
studies is shown'n the large number of pupils 
whe are in special classes. In the vocal 
music classes are 204,722 pupils; in drawing, 
187,430; in German, 30,514; in Latin, 1,603; 
in manual training, 11,163; in cooking classes, 
8,533; in sewing, 5,260.

Census Just Completed Shows the Ro- 
man Catholics Far in the Lead 
in This City. | 


Roman Catholics hold a big lead with 
number of churches in Chicago, having 126, 
according to a census just concluded. The 
Methodist. Episcopal is second with 92, the 
Congregational third with 79, and the Bap- 
tist fourth with 60. There are 951 churches 
in all, with sixty different denominations, 
several of the latter having but one organ- 
ization.

Some Thoughts by Mr. Friedman on the 
Exploitation of Books. 

It was that great captain of industry, P. T. 

Barnum, who laid down the axiom, followed 

with such success by those original enough 

to follow his advice, that the American peo- 
ple like to be humbugged. It is not to be 

Goubted that the tmmortal showman, with 

his deep insight into human nature, could 

have been successful in any line on earth, 
artistic or professional, if he would have 


Somewhere or the other—was it in Mr. Joel 
Benton's biography?—I read a sublime ac- 
count of how the master of the show pro- 
pounded certain principles to Henry Ward 
Beecher, whereby, the master of the divines 
might draw greater crowds and a double 
income. A brass band and bill posters fig- 
ured somewhere in the counsel for success 
on à huge scale. By reason of some more 
or less foolish ideas of dignity and propriety 
which Mr. Beecher may have entertained he 
neglected to install a brass band in front 
of his church, and he overlooked the neces- 
sity of gradually leading up to the music 
by a@ carefully selected series of gradated 
posters. History. records the tragic result. 
The American publisher (his sincere ad- 
miration for fine literature nearly ruined 
him) has finally come to the conclusion that 
what Mr. Barnum said about the honor due 


white elephant, properly Why not? 
Don’t the same people . gos to circuses 
read books? And if the populace, by the 
agency of printers’ ink, can be made to swal-

I have no positive information on the sub- 
ject, Mr. Benton's biography being dumb 
on that point, but I can imagine. One may 
be sure, at any rate, that the astute show- 
man would be equal to his opportunities, and 
if he were still alive the ubiquitous Froh- 
mans would no longer have a monopoly of 
dramatized novels. Barnum would give us 
a ‘trick worth three of theirs; he would put 
When Knighthood Was in. Flower” in 
the inner ring. The Crisis and David 
Harum on two outer rings, and keep all 
three golng together. One may perhaps be 
|} inclined to sneer at such a whirligig per- 
formance, but it is surely more literary in 
tone than the educated elephants, or the 
trained pigs, or the cultured family of Hindoo- 
European jugglers. Moreover, to leave noth- 
ing wanting, matters would be so arranged 
that we might look at Mr. Major and Mr. 
Churchill in the sideshow tents for the price 
of but an extra dime. Who would not be 
willing to pay the consideration? 
Whatever is best advertised is best, and 
whatever is worth advertising at all is worth 
advertising well. Literature, struggling 
wearily along for innumerable centuries, has 
at last obtained the recognition of all think- 
ing and enterprising merchants. Formerly 
it was nowhere; today it has a place ih the 
market as honorable and as laudatory as 
that of ham, eggs, or soap. What has brought 
it to such a fine and worthy pass? Advertis- 
ing! And now against what does the quer- 
uloush author howl? Advertising! This 
shows, does it not, that, although your writer 
of books has become a member of society 
worth the attehtion of the polite and the 
wealthy, he has not changed his nature in 
the least, and he still belongs, as of old, to 
the irritable race of bards ?

NOTES OF BOOKS AND MAGAZINES. 


A new story by Rudyard Kipling is to ap- 
pear in an early number of Scribner’s Maga- 
zine, and it is one of the boldest and most 
brilliant expressions of Mr. Kipling's genius. 
With the exception of a few sketches relating 
to experiences in south Africa, no short story 
has come from Mr. Kipling for several years, 
and he has produced no story of this rank in 
a much longer time. The title Wireless 
gives a hint as to the modern developments in 
electric phenomena that suggested the story 
to Mr. Kipling, but it contains in it no inti- 
mation of the amazing originality and skill 
with which he has worked it out. And yet, 
no other title could describe so exactly the 
extraordinary psychological situation that 
forms the main incident of the tale. It is 
a story that will stir the interest of readers 
to enth 


Barry Pain's coming novel, The One Be- 
fore,“ has already had advance reviews in 
London which give a hint of how it ts likely 
to be received. An admirable plece of ab- 
surdity,’’ the London Daily Chronicle calls 
it, that “ will certainly brighten a dull even- 
ing for any one.“ The Daily News declares 
it imply full of good things,“ and the 
Academy and Literature calls it a thor- 
oughly amusing story told with all Mr. Pain's 
kindly cynicism.” It is the story, by the way, 
of a magic ring that has the power of endow- 
ing the wearer with certain chracteristics of 
the last previous wearer. Nothing can be 
more amusing than the way this absurdity 
is applied to every day life in England and 
to characters of real power. ; 


The Atlantic Monthly for July contains 
some Emersoniana of unusual interest and 
importance—a series of transcriptions from 
Emerson's unpublished notebooks telling of 
his talks and walks with William Ellery 
Channing. These extracts, with their fine, 
racy flavor of transcendentalism and quaint 
humor, are exceedingly characteristic and 
significant. Elsewhere in the number is 
printed a letter of Emerson’s containing 
some curious allusions to those red-eyed 
men,“ the editors of the Atlantic. 

Dr. Horace Howard Furness, the editor of 
the Variorum Shakspeare, of which the thir- 
teenth volume, Twelfth Night.“ has just 
been published by the J. B. Lippincott com- 
pany, is now at work on what he calls a 
“two horse trick.“ That is, he is reading 
and annotating two plays at the same time, 
Anthony and Cleopatra and “ Love's La- 
bor Lost.“ Of the latter he says: It is the 
hardest of all to handle properly. You know 
it was one of the earliest works of the poet. 
and, like a lawyer's first brief or a minister's 
first sermon, he tried to get into it every 
blessed thing he knew.“ With these com- 
pleted, Dr. Furness will have finished four- 
teen of the plays, his latest published, 
„Twelfth Night,“ having rounded out the 
even dozen, all of them one volume in size 
except Hamlet,“ which occupies two. 


The Atlantic Monthly for August will be 
primarily a fiction number. Beginning with 
one of Norman Duncan's stories of down east 
fisher folk, it will include specimens of the 
story writing of Arthur Colton, Jack London, 
and Alice Brown, to say nothing of the 
second installment of the Baroness von Hut- 
ten’s delightful serial, Our Lady of the 
Beeches.” Notwithstanding the prominence 
of fiction, the number will be noteworthy for 
an unusual number of literary essays. Ed- 
mund Gosse has a paper upon The Revival 
of Poetic Drama,“ and Martha B. Dunn con- 
tributes an amusing and profitable study of 
“The Browning Tonic ’’; there will also be 
papers upon Bret Härte,“ and on the poetry 
of Edward Rowland Sul, while the editor 
will write upon the short story. In the 
Atlantic's series of outdoor papers will ap- 
pear a profoundly imaginative essay on The 
Desert by Verner Z. Reed.

MRS. FLORENCE KELLEY PLEADS 
CAUSE OF CHILD TOILERS. 


Addresses Audience Educators at 
University of Chi o and Urges 
Them to Refrain from Saturday At- 
ternoon Shopping in Interests of 
Early Closing—Prof. Hart of Har- 
vard Pictures James Monroe as Man 
of Negative Attainments. 


The aid of school teachers in suppressing 
the evil of child toilers and sweat shop manu- 
facture was sought yesterday by Mrs. Fior- 
ence Kelley, who, under the auspices of the 
Consumers’ league, addressed à large au- 
dience of school teachers in attendance at 
the University of Chicago. 

Our hardest obstacle in fighting for 
Saturday afternoon closing is the complaint 

that goes up from the merchants all over the 
country that the large army of school teach- 
ers insists on shopping on Saturday after- 
noons,“ said Mrs. Kelley. I hope that this 
is a slander, but the storekeepers make the 
claim with great unanimity. 

I such a great body as the school teach- 

ers of this, country should favor Saturday 
afternoon closing and insist upon buying 
garments made unden proper sanitary condi- 
tions the sweat shop and child labor evils 
would be much m ‘easily remedied. 
It is not a hard ask to induce the rich 
to demand garments that are made under 
sanitary conditions, and the wives of the 
laborers will demand labeled goods because 
they have learned to fight for principle. It 
is in the great middle class that the fight 
must be waged. If the Consumers’ league 
had a constituency the size of some of the 
2 middle class organizations, factories 

uld be much more easily regulated. a 


Owe Duty to Children. 


It the people of Chicago Would insist 
that the meats they buy should be prepared 
by adults thousands of, children would be 
released from the dangerous conditions un- 
der which they work. The way Chicago peo- 
ple have of helping children of the stock- 
yards at the present time is to allow them 
to work in unsanitary conditions, where the 
sudden changes of atmosphere give them 
pneumonia and tuberculosis, and then spend 
money in giving the sick children hospital 
care 


School teachers who live in little com- 
munities may do their share toward elimi- 
nating sweat shop evils in large cities by 
asking the merchants to purchase a part of 
their goods that are manufactured along 
sanitary principles.’’ 


Pictures President Monroe. 


James Monroe was pictured before the 
summer students at the university as a man 
who went to church regularly and paid his 
debts, but was distinguished for little else. 
Prof. Albert Bushnell Hart of Harvard thus 
characterized the former president of the 
United States in a lecture on “ The Monroe 
Doctrine and Its Historical Applications.“ 
The speaker also mentioned John Hay as 
the greatest diplomat who ever filled the 
office of secretary of state. 

„It is well known through recent research 
that John Quincy Adams was the real author 
of the Monroe doctrine. James Monroe had 
little to do with it. Monroe went to church 
regularly and paid his debts, but he was 
noted for little else. John Quincy Adams 
figuratively rammed the Monroe doctrine 
down the throat of President Monroe. The 
discovery of this was not due to Charles 
Francis Adams, who had the means of find- 
ing out this important truth, but to Paul 
Leicester Ford, who made this clear after 
searching through the correspondence of 
these public men.” 

Prof. Hart asserted that Canada never 
could be annexed to the United States with- 
out a bitter war. 


Gives Excuses for Laughing. 


Six excuses for laughing were given by 
William Norman Guthrie during a lecture 
on Comedy.“ 

All true comedy comes primarily from 
religious faith, and we, therefore, have a 
religious right to laugh,“ said Mr. Guthrie. 
It is not unphilosophical to laugh, although 
philosophers are usually so busy that they 
seldom induige in laughter. It is not im- 
moral to laugh, neither is it philosophical. 
It is not unsympathetic nor unheroic. We 
are thus given a perfect right to laugh. 

There is not a satisfactory book in come- 
dy in the English language. Comedy does 
not manifest itself in any particular literary 
form. The spirit of comedy was found first 
in the drama and later in ethics.”’ 


GIVES LIBRARY ON GYMNASTICS. 


Walter H. Wilson Presents Rare Col- 
lection of Books to University 
of Chicago. 


A library of 1,400 volumes, covering the 
whole department of gymnastics and its 
connected branches, has just been presented 
to the University of Chicago by Walter H. 
Wilson of Chicago. The library, one of the 
few in the country on the subject of gymnas- 
tics, will be placed in the new Bartlett gym- 
nasium now in construction at the university. 

The collection of books comes from Leip- 
zig, where it was formerly the property of 
Carl Euler, director of the royal turnlehrer- 
bildungsanstalt in Berlin. The development 
of the gymnastics of the Gefman people dur- 
ing the last century is presented in the col- 
lection. 

Many of the volumes are rare original edi- 
tions, and there are also complete sets of all 
the leading continental periodicals on gym- 
nastics. There is also a collection of gym- 
nastic song books and athletic plays and 
games.

MOURN DEATH IN BRIDEWELL. 


Anton Grabowski, Aged Polish Patriot, 
Dies in House of Correction Just 
Before Sentence Ends. 


Bridewell guards and officials are generally 
regarded as hard hearted, but a death which 
occurred there Saturday night has saddened 
them all. Anton Grabowski was a Polish 
patriot who was exiled from Russian soil 
years ago for political reasons. He was a 
well educated, well bred man, and when he 
was committed to the bridewell for a thirteen 
months’ sentence the old man—he was 72 
then—became popular among the officials. 

Grabowski had been convicted of perjury 
in a case in which the city was interested, 
but the evidence of his guilt was so slight 
the judge gave him a bridewell sentence 
instead of sending him to the penitentiary, 
and the guards all believed in his protesta- 
tions of innocenc. 

‘His sentence would have expired at 7 
o’clock last Sunday morning, and for a lon 
time he had been talking to the 
about what he would do when he was once 
more a free man. The time never came. He 
died at 8 o’clock Saturday night, and was 
carried from the bridewell yesterday in a 
coffin.

Fears That Bull Leaders Might Sud- 
denly Let Down the July and Knock 
the Bottom Out of the Cash Market 
. Breaks the Price of No. 3—Big Show- 
ing of Contract Corn in the Day’s 
Receipts from Various Sources— 
Wheat Easier,

‘The bull leaders in corn suffered more or 
less discomfort in both the pit and in the 
cash market, where prices were substan- 
tially lower. The July lost 5c 4s compared 
with Saturday, while No. 3, the commercial 
grade, sold off 5@10c. Heavy receipts were 
mainly responsible for the declines.’ In the 
regular inspection there were 472 cars, of 
which 119 were contract, while the private 
houses turned out 207 cars and 118,000 bu, 
the equivalent of about 600,000 bu. Estimat- 
d receipts for today are 845 cats, and there is 
ho telling what proportion will be contract 
nor what the cleaners will do in the way of 
making life a burden for the bull clique, 
which will be obliged to take all contract 
torn. It goes without saying they are getting 
more than they want. The cash corn was 
offered down through a fear the leaders 
would let the bottom out of the July as a 
means of checking the enormous receipts. 
The July opened at 85%c, sold up to 860, 
and then slumped steadily to 80%c. Around 
the latter price Brosseau gave it some sup- 
port. The selling of September through 
Parker and Wrenn was heavy. These sales 
went down to Carrington-Patten, and we 
believed to be in the interest of the bul 
leaders. Lowe was a moderate buyer of 
Beptember. 
“With all the efforts made to put corn out 
of sight, the visible showed a decrease of 
only 76,000 bu, compared with last week s 
increase of 225,000 bu, and a decrease a year 
ago of 405,000 bu. Local stocks in publlic 
houses decreased 38,000 bu, and are 3,931,000 
bu. The total corn visible is 5,836,000 bu, 
against 14,067,000 bu a year ago, a decrease

Big Short Interest in Exchange. 

The foreign exchange market remains firm, 
but the suggestion of gold exports was not 
heard yesterday. 

Messrs. C. Schumacher & Co. of New York 
say of the foreign exchange market: 

“The present year differs considerably 
from the normal of .former years. Where 
formerly the imports and exports of mer- 
chand@ise were the leading elements in shap- 
ing the course of exchange, the stock, bond, 
and money markets seem to have assumed the 
controlling influence. Owing to the disparity 
between ours and the European money mar- 
kets an enormous short interest has been 
created long before the usual time of the 
year, and not for the purpose of providing 
for the requirements for moving the crop, 
but simply for the purpose of carrying our 
stock and bonds in the lower money markets 
of Europe. Drafts in anticipation of prepara- 
tion for the coming crop movement have 
not, as yet, made their appearance to any 
extent, but may be looked for in liberal 
amounts during the next months in addition 
to the continued supply of bills drawn for 
the profit which our bankers and money 
lenders can make by the difference in in- 
terest between ours and the European money 
markets. 

“The question is whether the short inter- 
ests thus accumulated will absorb the coming 
increase in the supply or if exchange may 
have to succumb after all when our export 
season is in full swing.”

COUNTY BOARD BUYS FUEL FOR 
ENSUING YEAR. 


Commissioners End Three Weeks’ De- 
lay by Accepting Bids to Numerous 
Dealers — Members Declare Them- 
selves Diseatisied with Figures 
Daring Long Wrangle — Believe 

Lower Prices Coulé Have Been se- 
cured, 


Coal contracts for the ensuing year were 
awarded yesterday by the county board after 
three weeks of wrangling over prices. The 
contracts were not awarded until after Com- 
missioner Flanagan declared that as busi- 
ness men the county commissioners were 
fools to block the awarding of the contracts. 

Mr. Flanagan made an appeal to the com- 
missioners to throw aside their personal 
feelings and come to some decision before 
the bids were withdrawn, In that event, he 
said, the county would be compelled to re- 
advertise for coal, and probably would re- 
ceive bids at a much advanced price. 

Every commissioner declared that the con- 
tracts, as they awarded them, were not 
awarded according to their persorfal choice 
of the lowest’ bidder. 

Rejects Report of Committee. 

At a meeting of the board early in the 
afternoon the report of the public service 
committee was rejected and the board re- 
solved itself into the public service commit- 
tee. There the commissioners wrangled for 
a long time over the merits of ti coal each 
was personally advocating. While some of 
the commissioners said that the county now 
has the most scientific. method of awarding 
bids, they contended that according to the 
Bide other awards could have been made upon 
lower bids. 

Representatives from every wholesale coal 
dealer in the city remained at the meeting 
until the close. The Federal Coal company, 
for which, upon repeated occasions, nine 
votes favoring their bids were cast, was the 
only one of the large dealers that offered 
coal cheap, but was not given part of the 
contract.

Begin Revision by Setting 


8110,000,000 as a Mark 
for County’s Values. 


FIRST DAY NETS $400,000. 
— 
Board Meets Threat of an Injüne- 


tion and Refusals to Take 
Legal Oath. 


With the hope that their revision of tax 
assessments will show $410,000,000 as the 
assessed valuation of Cook county’s taxable 
property, the members of the board of re- 
view yesterday opened their annual chase 
of the taxpayer and taxdodger. 

As a result of the first day’s efforts an in- 
creased valuation of almost $400,000 was 
spread on the personal propertygof twenty- 
nine firms, whose representatives faced the 
inquisitors. This was attained only after 
the reviewers had met threats of injunc- 
tional proceedings and refusals to make 
statements under oath, and by dint of most 
fevere questioning of unwilling taxpayers. 


Glucose Figures Restored. 


The Pope Glucose company, with offices 
in the Rookery building, supplied $150,000 of 
the day’s increase. Last year the company 
Was assessed on.a full valuation of $150,000, 
but this year’s schedule was but for $15,074. 
Even this had been left off the tax lists by 
the mistake of some clerk of the board of 
assessors. The company sent one of its 
bookkeepers to demand a reduction.

UNDERWRITERS DISCUSS CASE OF 
HARVEY & CO. 


Attempt to Be Made to Persuade Their 
Companies Not to Stand by Them in 
Present Situation — Special Agents 
Belonging to State Board and te 
Field Club in Session—Western Men 
Interested in New Lloyds Being Pro- 
moted in East. 


The executive committee of the Chicago 
Underwriters’ assoclation held a special 
meeting yesterday to discuss the case of 
George M. Harvey & Co., who are Row sus- 
pended from the association for refusing to 


put up a deposit of $250 pending a trial. Thus 


far the Harvey agency shows no signs of 
weakening, and the companies represented 
by the firm are standing squarely by it. Man- 
agers of the three companies in the agency 
state that they propose to see Harvey & Co. 
through, 

The association yesterday issued another 
pulletin, calling members’ attention to the 
fact that Harvey & Co. were not members 
and that nonintercourse had been established 
against them, and asking members to de- 
clare themselves as to whether they proposed 
to observe rules with regard to doing busi- 
ness with the suspended firm. | 

The executive committee went over the case 
thoroughly, and will now attempt to do some 
missionary work with the companies repre- 
sented in the Harvey office, 


The special agents belonging the IIIi- 
nois state board and Illinois Field club met 
yesterday, and will continue the meeting to- 
day listening to Supt. Simonson of the 
governing committee of the union, instruct- 
ing them how to apply the schedules, Mr. 
Simonson is assisted by Inspector R. M. Ben- 
nett. There is a good attendance, and after 
this school has closed special agents will be 
sent out into the field to apply the schedules, 
particularly in the smaller places. It is stated 
that companies have velunteered freely the 
use of their field men.

It is stated that Vice 
President Cluff of the Union Casualty will go 
to New York shortly, and at that time the 
matter will be taken up again. It is not 
thought that the Pacific Surety can be per- 
suaded to enter the compact.

DEMOCRATS TURN 


10 EASTERN MAN 


David B. Hill or Some Other | 


Leader Will Be Asked to 
Open State Campaign. 


BREAK TEN YEARS’ RULE, 


Chairman Hopkins and Roger C. 
Sullivan Are Bearers of 
the Invitation. 


For the first time in ten years a democrat 
of the east will be asked to take part in the 
opening of a campaign in WUlinols. John 
F. Hopkins, chairman of the democratic 
state committee, and Roger Sullivan left 
yesterday to secure David B. Hill or some 
other prominent eastern orator to come here 
and fire the opening gun in the early part 
of September. 

Since the memorable conference of 1804 
at Springfield, when free silver was put up 
as the battle cry, William J. Bryan and his 
followers in the west have had the cali for 
all such events. But, in the words of a 
sound money democrat, “ things are differ- 
ent now.” 

“We @re getting back to real democratic 
principles, and want to hear the old doctrine 
preached once more,” he said, by real 
democratic speakers. It begins to seem like 
old times again, and if we succeed in secur- 
ing Hul, or Richard Olney, or Robert E. 
Pattison, or any other man of equal prom- 
inence, you will see democrats at that meet- 
ing who have not attended a gathering of 
the kind since the great campaign of 1892.“ 


Meet Leaders in Buffalo. 


Hopkins and Sullivan left on the Lake 
Shore limited at 5:30 p. m., and expect to 
stop off at Buffalo, it is understood, to confer 
with Norman E. Mack, the New York mem- 
ber of the democratic national committee, 
and other leading lights of the party who will 
be there from Cleveland, Rochester, and 
different points in that section. Thence they 
will go to Albany to see Mr. Hill and give him 
the formal invitation to visit this state the 
first week in September as the principal 
speaker at a big meeting to be held at Spring- 
field or Peoria, which is intended to be the 
inauguration of the oratorical part of the 
fall campaign. 

In the event that Mr. Hill cannot come at 
that time the two representatives probably 
will go on to Boston and try to get Mr. Olney. 
The next choice is Mr. Pattison, and after 
him Tom Johnson, the mayor of Cleve- 
land. One of these four, it is regarded as 
certain, will accept the invitation. 


Want a Possible Nominee. 


When asked why the list of desirables had 
been ‘limited to Hill, Olmey, Patison, and 
Johnson the explanation was that the next 
democratic candidate for president would, in 
all likelihood, be taken from that quartet, 
and the state committee wants the distinction 
of presenting the possible standard bearer of 
1904 to the democrats of Illinois. 

The list is arranged in accordance with the 
chances, as sized up by the party leaders of 
the state organization, that each man stands 
of being the nominee. Because of the ap- 
parent widespread discussion in favor of the 
New Yorker’s nomination, there is a growing 
beHef here, especially among the chiefs of 
the Hopkins faction, that Hill will be the 
man. 

There has been no sort of an announcement 
to date that the Illinois organization is for 
Mr. Hill, or would be for him in preference 
to any of the other three whose names are 
coupled with his; but the fact that his serv- 
ices to open the campaign are preferred is re- 

arded as an indication that the crowd in 

ontrol of the machine, at least, feels more 
than friendly. 

Mr. Hopkins and his friends have repeat- 
edly declared. since they decided to invite Mr. 
Hill, that if he would come they would insure 
him the greatest reception any democrat ever 
got in this state. They also have been say- 
ing that if he is the nominee for president the 
lilinois democrats would furnish him a run- 
ning mate. 


May Appeal to Cleveland. 


Should it become necessary to bring out- 
side influence in the way of advice to bear 
in order to get Mr. Hill's acceptance, it was 
stated that Hopkins and Sullivan might call 
om ex-President Cleveland and ask him to 
help them, 

While it is generally conceded that diney, 
Pattison, and Johnson would draw hundreds 
of democrats from all parts of the state to 
any point designated, the belief of those in- 
terested is that Mr. Hill would bring out a 
greater number of people than any speaker 
in the whole country. 

Word came to the Hopkins camp some 
time ago that Mr. Hill expects to take a trip 
through the western section of the country 
in the near future: If that is true the state 
committee figures that he would want to 
start about the time the fight begins in the 


state and congressional tickets. 


Name Campaign Managers Today.
